Individuals excelled 
in every sport, too. 

Hal Sutton was named Collegiate Golfer of the Year by ‘’Golf Magazine’’ 
and Beth Johnson received honors as the country’s best college gymnast 
when whe won the Collegiat Classic all-star meet. 

Of course, they were both All-Americans as was Valerie Harrison who 
was the first Centenary tennis player to be so honored. Jennifer Forshee, 
Jill Brown, Margot Todd, Kim Strauss and Karen Edelsten earned spots 
on the prestigious All-American team in gymnastics along with Johnson. 

The basketball team was represented in all-TAAC honors with George 
Lett and Cherokee ‘‘Chief’’ Rhone while Sutton, Bo Johnson, Guy Kennen 
and Wade Botts made all-conference in golf. 

Pitcher Ken Marks made the all-tournament team at the TAAC baseball 
tourney and Mitch Ashmore led the league in hitting. Ashmore and 
teammates Larry Kiesling and Ken Babcock were drafted by major league 
teams at season’s end. 

So it’s not stretching the point to say that the Gent’s first step into the 
80’s was indeed a big one. And the most encouraging fact of all is that 
Centenary enjoyed all of the athletic success because the program is 
developing on a sound basis. 

The groundwork has been layed for the success to continue. The 
accomplishments of the teams and individuals are something to be proud 
of, but an equal source of pride is the position of the Athletic Department 
as being one of the best.

The biggest name in collegiate golf, Centenary’s own 
Hal Sutton, proved he belonged on top as he beat back 
the best golfers in the country on the way to winning the 
1980 U. S. Amateur at The Country Club in Pinehurst, 
N.C. 


The country’s top amateur event was played Aug. 
26-31. 


Sutton recalled his two toughest matches of the 
tournament. ‘‘In the second. round, | played Willie 
Wood (Oklahoma State) and beat him one-up. My other 
hard match was against Jody Mudd (Georgia Souinery) 
in the quarters -- | won that two-up.’ 


The Shreveport golfer enjoyed playing at The Cages i 


Club in Pinehurst, where his only previous action was 
the Southern Amateurs last year. ‘‘It’s a good, long 
course, and suited to my game.’’ 


It has been a busy, successful summer for Hal. in his 
golf tourney finishes around the country. Sutton entered 
five amateur events -- and won four of those. 


His only non-first place was in the Southern Amateur 
in Houston, where he placed 10th. ‘‘It was a really good 
field,’’ Sutton said, ‘‘I just didn’t play well.’’ 


That was about the only thing that did not go right for 
the golfer, though. Sutton grabbed first places at the 
North-South at Pinehurst and after the NCAA event with 


his Gent teammates, he won the Northeast Amateur at _ 


Providence, R. I. 


The Southern Amateur play was followed with Hal’s 
entering the Professional Golf Association’s Western 


Open. He finished play with a Fespemanie 30th place 
among the pros. 


And then, prior tothe U. S. Affiateir win, Sutton took 
top medalist honors at the Western Arnatecir in Benton 
Harbor, Michigan. 


Now what is Sutton looking to? 


‘‘The World Amateur October 7-11 at Pinehurst 
(Country Club in Pinehurst, N. C.) and the Mexican 
Amateur November 19-23.’ 


How did Sutton qualify for the world event? ‘‘Fhe top 
four amateur players from every country are chosen by 
that country’s golf governing body, ’’ he explained. 


The Centenary star also was able to earn a big fringe 
benefit with his U.S. Amateur championship. ‘’I have a 
lof of sponsor exemptions on the pro tour,’’ Sutton said, 
‘‘which means | don’t have to qualify in about 10 or 12 
tournaments. You can earn exemptions several ways but 
most of mine came by winning the U. S. Amateur. 


The win in late August helps Hal qualify for such 
prestigious pro events as the Masters, the U. S. Open, 
the British Open, Colonial, Western Open and the 
World Series of Golf. 


Where will it all lead for Hal Sutton?

MEN’S BASKETBALL 


For the second consecutive year 
Centenary College head basketball 
coach Tommy Canterbury is enriched 
with a solid nucleus from which to 
build. With three returning starters, 
a part-time starter, and 12 returning 
lettermen, Canterbury feels confi- 
dent Centenary will capture its third 
straight winning season. 

Last year’s Gents, with freshman 
sensation Willie Jackson (17.2 ppg), 
were bidding for their second Trans 
America Athletic Conference cham- 
pionship in as many years, until 
All-America candidate Cherokee 
Rhone went out for the season with a 
knee injury in the Mercer game. At 
the time Centenary was 11-3, but 
finished the year 5-9 without Rhone. 
Overall, the Gents finished 16-12. 

‘We only had two. available 
scholarships,’’ Canterbury said. ‘‘It 
was most important that we got a 
point guard. Napoleon Byrdsong is 
coming back, but we lost Steve Kelly 
(8.7 ppg) to graduation. | am pleased 
to fill the vacancy with Reginald 
Hurd, a freshman from _ Dallas, 
Texas, who averaged 23 points-a- 
game in high school. Hurd is very 
similar to Byrdsong--he might be a 
step slower but a little better 
shooter.’’ 

The key factor this year will be 
Eric Bonner. A sophomore, the 6-7 
forward-center is going to have to 
compliment Rhone if Centenary is 
going to challenge Mercer for the 
title in 1981-82. | 

‘‘He showed positive signs last 
season,’’ Canterbury noted. ‘‘But he 
was inconsistent. We are going to 
have to have another big strong 
player besides Cherokee.’’ 

Without Rhone (18.4 ppg. and 9 
rebounds), Centenary is playing a 
man short. Rhone is the type of 
athlete most coaches like: to build 
around. But after last season’s string 
of bad luck, Canterbury doesn’t want 
to depend on just one player. 

“With the injuries that plagued us 
last year most coaches worry about 
their kids becoming too complacent, ’’ 
Canterbury said. ‘‘l feel that our 
group will come back from last year’s 
bad second half and challenge the 
conference--barring injuries, it’s a 
realistic goal.’’

WOMEN’S BASKETBALL 


When one sits down and visits 
with Centenary’s women’s basket- 
ball coach Joe St. Andre’, you get 
the impression Joe knows exactly 
where his priorities lie. Referred to 
by many of his friends as the 
‘‘Saint’’, Joe, 34, came to Centenary 
last March to implement a successful 
Ladies basketball program. 


A graduate of Northwestern in 
1969 with aB.S. in mathematics, Joe 
began coaching in the fall of 1970 at 
Haughton High School in Bossier 
Parish. While at Haughton, St. 
Andre’ coached basketball and 
taught math. After two years Joe 
accepted the Athletic Director’s posi- 
tion at Princeton Junior High. In 
addition, St. Andre’ coached foot- 
ball, basketball, and track. In 1977 
St. Andre’ left Princeton and took a 
leave of absence to work on his 
masters. And in the following spring 
he earned a Masters in education at 
Northwestern. Afterwards St. Andre 
went into private business on a 
full-time basis, until accepting the 
women’s head basketball position at 
Centenary in March. 


‘“All | want to do is get this thing 
off the ground,’’ St. Andre ex- 
plained. ‘‘Centenary’s Ladies have 
never won a basketball game before. 
All | have to do is win one game and 


I’Il have improved the program. But 
what I’d really like to do is play 
.500.’’ 


Centenary organized a women’s 
basketball team last year, but the 
team was made up of non-scholar- 
ship athletes, namely students who 
were eager to play women’s basket- 
ball. Although the Ladies failed to 
win a game, they did create enough 
interest for the college to begin its 
first sanctioned AIAW women’s 
basketball team for the 1981-82 
season. 


‘‘Their attitude has been super,’’ 
St. Andre’ mentioned. ‘‘As far as the 
girls are concerned, | think they are 
going to be surprised when the 
season gets under way. Right now 
we are a little short on numbers, but 
they make up for it with their 
dedication and hard work.’’ 


The Ladies will carry 11 girls on its 
roster, but for the moment they will 
have to work out with only eight. 
Currently there are three Ladies 
sidelined with injuries: Tempie Rat- 
cliff, a junior college transfer from 
Panola, strained a knee ligament; 
Amy Slaton, a freshman’ from 
Haynesville, Louisiana, strained a 
tendon; and Wendy Thomas, a 
freshman from Plain Dealing, Louisi- 


ana, came down with Mono. All 
three Ladies should be back for the 
season opener on November 2 
against Ouachita Baptist in Arkadel- 
phia, Arkansas. 


‘It’s a problem,”’ St. Andre’ said. 
‘It’s hard to go up and down the 
floor and work on game situations. If 


we don’t get them back, it will cause 


some depth problems. | have had to 
bring in the manager (Joyce Maurer) 
and a couple of the boys to fill slots 
so we could hold a full scale workout. 
They have done a good job filling in 
so far.”’ 


Joe St. Andre’ enjoys working 
with the Ladies and attributes their 
hard work and strong positive atti- 
tude for his driving force. 


‘‘The girls are really fun to work 
with,’’ Joe said. ‘‘There is a lot of 
physical ability difference between 
the men and the women, but the 
positive factor with the Ladies is 
their attitude. They are very eager to 
learn and you would not believe how 
easy they are to work with.’”’ 


If you don’t believe it for yourself, 
St. Andre’ would like to invite the 
community to come out and watch 
his Ladies open up at home, Novem- 
ber 28 with Alcorn, preceeding the 
men’s contest with Montana State.

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Gent Basketball Team 
Almost Makes It 


The hardest part about almost making it, is you don’t 
make it. Those were the feelings around the Centenary 
College basketball locker room following Centenary’s 
98-85 loss to Northeast Louisiana in the finals of the Trans 
America Athletic Conference Championship March 6 in 
Monroe, Louisiana. 


The Gents came so far, yet they were so far away. In 
fact, Centenary was 40 minutes away from making its 
first-ever NCAA appearance. It would have been a lot of 
recognition for the smallest NCAA Division | school in 
America. 


However, it wasn’t a disappointing season either. 
Centenary finished the 1981-82 season with an 17-12 
overall record, an 9-7 conference record, the second most 
improved conference in the country, and a tie for third 
place with Northeast Louisiana. The Gents also won two of 
three in the TAAC tournament, one against the most 
improved team in the league, Georgia Southern 70-69, and 
the other against the regular season champs, Arkansas- 
Little Rock 106-100. 


In addition, Centenary won its last 9 of 12 games and 
captured its third straight winning season. The Gents lost 
five home games by a total of 12 points and were in all of 
them until the final buzzer. The Gents took care of their 
business on the road winning nine and losing seven. 


Centenary was picked to finish first by the sports 
information directors around the TAAC, but they picked 
the Gents on the strength of Cherokee Rhone. Rhone, a 
pre-season All-America candidate, underwent major knee 
surgery midway through the season last year and it was 
thought he was fully recovered. 


Rhone began the season on the wrong foot, and so did 
Centenary. On the strength of sophomore sensation Willie 
Jackson, Centenary survived a slow start and went into 
the holidays with a 3-4 record. But in the second half of the 
season Rhone began to show flashes of the old ‘‘Chief’’ 
and led Centenary in scoring three times and rebounding 
five times in the Gents’ last 12 games. 


Centenary landed two players on the all-conference 
teams--Jackson was a first team, the only unanimous 
choice, selection, while Rhone was a second team 
selection. The Gents placed three players on the 
all-tournament team. Jackson, Rhone and Rusty Ward, 
and if the Gents would have won the tournament, Jackson 
would have been the most valuable player. 


Although Centenary did not go to the NCAA 
tournament, The Gents finished the 81-82 season as 
Gentlemen and proved they were still the team to beat in 
the improved TAAC.

‘‘We showed a lot of class, and came through. We have 
no big guns. When you’ve got six kids and they all have to 
count, you’ve got to score big,’’ concluded Vannie 
Edwards after the Ladies best score of the season, a 
143.35. 

Jill Brown and Janet Stevens tied for individual honors 
with 35.75’s. Margot Todd, Jennifer Forshee and Susan 
Gibson finished third, fourth and fifth respectively. Todd 
captured event honors in vault and floor. Stevens picked 
up a first in bars, with Forshee taking honors on the beam. 

This was the Ladies best showing of the year, but they 
will need another great effort when they travel to Denver 
for the Nationals on March 25-27. 

Says Edwards, ‘‘I’m not making any promises, but if 
somebody wants it, they are going to have to take it from 
us. We’re not going to give it away.’’

National AIAW Playoffs 


The Centenary Ladies basketball team added another 
feather to a cap that is becoming full in only the second 
year of the program. By winning two of three games the 
Ladies won a spot in the national AIAW division II 
tournament, the first round of which will be played in 
California. It was truly a banner year. Fighting off the 
loss of several key players, which forced a. restructuring of 
the offense, the Ladies picked up their 21st win against 
Sam Houston State. 

‘‘lam really proud of the team and their effort. Being 
associated with this program was a wonderful experi- 
ence,’’ stated 1st year coach Joe St. Andre. ‘‘The whole 
season was a team effort. All the girls contributed, but it 
really did not stop there. The community and the 
administration backed us all the way.’’ 


Editor’s Note: On Saturday, March 20 the Ladies suffered 
their final defeat of the season, not at the hands of an 
opponent on the hardcourt, but by the bureaucrats in 
control of the AIAW. While preparing to face Biola State 
for the right to visit Charleston, South Carolina and be a 
part of the elite ‘‘Final Four’’, the Ladies were told that 
Bonnie Griffin was ineligible and they would have to 
forfeit their hard-fought 77-71 win over North Dakota 
State the night before. Bonnie’s_ eligibility had been 
affirmed by athletic department officials before she had 
ever played a game in Maroon and white. Her eligibility 
was not questioned prior to taking part in the Southwest 
Regionals. This 11th hour ruling by AlAW officials was a 
blow to the Ladies but does not marr an outstanding 
season. A true champion battles through adversity and 
overcomes setbacks.

The presentation will be made to 
Centenary’s All-American gymnast 
Jill Brown and Jennifer Forshee and 
Willie Jackson in basketball by 
Christian Spark, the executive direc- 
tor out of Baton Rouge. Also being 
honored will be Centenary’s 
gymnastic coach Vannie Edwards. 


Brown and Forshee are the only 
four-time All-American gymnast in 
the history of gymnastics. Jackson, 
Centenary’s All-American and Mr. 
Everything, was the 10th leading 
scorer in the nation, the second year 
he has been in the top 10. 


Edwards has contributed plenty to 
the gymnastics world and Centenary 
College. He has won numerous 
national gymanstics titles and has 
been involved in four Olympics and 
will help with the 1984 Olympics in 
Los Angeles. 


Athletics and Education 
at Centenary 


In the long and storied history of 
Centenary Athletics never has it been 
more involved in the entire realm of 
the college as it is today. 

For the spring semester 1983 
Centenary athletics comprise about 
one eighth of the total on campus 
student population through eight 
men’s (basketball, baseball, cross 
country, golf, riflery, soccer, tennis, 
and volleyball) and four women’s 
(basketball, cross country, gym- 
nastics, and tennis) sports. 

There are 127 student athletes 
which share 55 athletic scholarships. 
These athletes practice their sport 
about three hours per day and 
represent Centenary throughout the 
United States. 


The Centenary men’s athletic pro- 
gram has been a member of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion (NCAA Division |) since the early 
1960’s. The Centenary Ladies athletic 
program joined the National Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics 
(NAIA) last August and is a first-year 


member. 


Athletics has played a major role in 
the development of the college’s 
personality by producing outstanding 
individuals who qualified for the 
highest level of competition available 
to them. For example, Kathy 
Johnson a Centenary All-American 
gymnast, made the 1980 Olympic 
team,and is known as an acclaimed 
gymnast all over the world.

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The mid 70’s produced Robert 
Parish, a_ five-time All-American 
basketball start, who has become a 
two-time NBA All-Star with the 
Boston Celtics. The list continues 
with Centenary’s latest prize in the 
PGA Rookie of the Year in 1982, Hal 
Sutton. Sutton, a 1981 graduate from 
Centenary, earned All-American 
honors and won_ several awards 
throughout his illustrious career here. 

In addition to individual achieve- 
ments there have been several 
outstanding team achievements in 
the last five years. The Ladies 
gymnastics team captured four con- 
secutive AIAW Division Il gymnastics 
championships and came in second in 
1982. The Gents golf team won three 
straight TAAC golf championships 
and came in second last year. 

Plus, the Ladies tennis team 
finished in the top tei three straight 
years in the AIAW tennis champion- 
ships, finishing fifth in 1980, seventh 
in 1981, and tenth in 1982. The 
Centenary baseball team tied for the 
TAAC western division baseball 
championships in 1981. 

Even though the list of outstanding 
individual and team achievements 
continues, there’s another side to the 
story about the rich tradition stored at 
the smallest NCAA Division | school 
in America. 


Ladies’ Basketball 


For Joe St. Andre and_ his 
Centenary Ladies basketball team it 
was another successful season for 
the second-year program despite a 
10-16 overall record. More impor- 
tantly they established themselves 
as acontender in the NAIA. 

After a very impressive 22-10 
campaign last year the Ladies moved 
up the ladder of competition and lost 
five games by a total of nine points. 
Of the Ladies 26 games 12 of them 
were against NCAA _ Division | | 
opponents, all with winning records. 

Zebber Satcher led the Ladies in 
scoring averaging 14.6 points and 
‘8.9 rebounds per game, while 
Tempie Ratcliff averaged 13.5 points 
and 6.4 rebounds per game. Nancy 
Hultquist averaged 8.2 points and 
3.1 rebounds per game and Carla 
Hutchins averaged 7.6 points and 4.6 
rebounds per game.

After graduation ceremonies this 
May, during the last four years, 48 
student athletes will have graduated 
from Centenary, twice the national 
average. And that’s good news for 
Centenary because of the new legis- 
lation passed at the NCAA Conven- 
tion last January. 

During the 77th annual convention 
more than 1,400 delegates passed 
proposal No. 48, which requires an 
incoming student-athlete to register a 
minimum 700 combined score on the 
SAT verbal and math sections or a 15 
composite score on the ACT for initial 
eligibility at a Division | school. Plus 
an overall 2.0 average from a high 
school core curriculum. 

This decision will help strengthen 
Centenary’s athletic tradition because 
the entrance requirements at Centen- 
ary are already above NCAA 
standards. This means Centenary 
will have a jump on the majority of 
NCAA state supported institutions 
around the nation. 

Athletics and education go hand in 
hand, and at Centenary College they 
have been working well together for 
the last 80 years. The future of 
Centenary and its athletic programs is 
a part of you as it is the Shreveport- 
Bossier Community, don’t let it be 
out of sight out of mind.

‘‘l came here because of academics, not basketball,’’ 
Lee said after a vigorous workout Tuesday. ‘‘That’s not to 
say | didn’t come here to play ball, but it was important to 
me to get a good education.’’ , 

If the educational process involves the many facets of 
college life, then Lee and each of her teammates are in the 
process of earning the highest degree. 

Balancing their schedules is a lot toughter than 
balancing that basketball. | 

Ivory, who transferred to Centenary from Southern and 
who will be eligible to join the club the first of the year, 
says her typical day tips off at 6:30 a.m., and the final 
buzzer doesn’t sound until 18 hours later. 

In between, there’s an organizational period to get 
ready for classes, 15 hours a week worth of Poli-Sci and 
business courses, an hour and a half of basketball 
practice, two to three more hours of the game on her own, 
a trip to Shreve Memorial Library to study and keep up 
with current events and any additional study necessary 
before she turns in at 12:30 a.m.

‘‘That (stereotype) makes me mad. It makes me terribly 
mad,’’ Ivory said. ‘‘That’s one of the reasons | play ball, 
just to show people that you can be an athlete and still 
keep up with-your studies and do well.My school work is 
very important to me.’’ 


In Ivory’s case, it almost has to be. She has at least two 
goals upon graduation from the school: to be known as 
Centenary’s ‘‘great black hope’”’ and to eventually become 
a judge. 

Lee’s career plans include coaching and _ teaching 
English at the high school level, and perhaps graduate 
school. 

By taking 20 hours this fall, the transfer from Kilgore 
Junior College ensured herself that she could graduate on 
time. As a senior member of the team, she has set an 
admirable example for the other Ladies to follow. But, she 
admits, it hasn’t been easy. 

‘‘The biggest problem is that | get tired,’’ she said. 
‘‘But if you put your mind to balancing a schedule, you 
can do it. The key is that you have to get your priorities 
straight.’’ 

Each of the Ladies apparently have accomplished that 
task, and at a school where the athlete doesn’t receive 
preferential treatment. ‘“You make up your own schedule 
here,’’ Lee said. ‘They don’t just put you in easy classes 
so you-can play basketball.’’ 

That fact makes her succes all the more satisfying. ‘‘I 
feel like I’ve accomplished something,’’ she said. ‘’I think 
I’ve gotten something out of school besides just the 
opportunity to play basketball.’”’ 

Ivory concurs, with one important addition: ‘‘There will 
be atime when my playing days are over, especially since 
I’m a woman and | don’t have the opportunity to go on 
with the game once school is over. | want to be as ready as 
| can to face it when it comes. ’”’ 

No doubt she will be. Apparently the same holds true 
for the rest of the team, as well. :

The Gents, 1984 schedule, weather permitting, has 65 
games in 79 days. 

‘‘When we’re healthy,’’ said James Farrar, in his 
seventh season as the Gents’ head coach, ‘’I think we have 
enough talent on a given day to give a good ballclub a fit.’’ 

He just wonders how many given days there will be. 

The 1983 team batted .298 and set a school record for 
most doubles in a season, 74. The Gents also were 2-7 in 
one-run games--they were 18-22-1 overall--had a team 
ERA of 4.80 and set a school record for most home runs 
allowed inaseason, 32. 

The Gents’ only pitcher with an ERA of less than three, 
Jerry Winfield, has completed his eligibility. But six 
everyday starters return from last year. 

So expect the Gents to hit the ball well again. Pitching 
will be a question mark. 

The No. 1 pitcher will be senior Stacy Burt, a starter in 
the outfield and parttime pitcher last spring. ‘‘He has a 
big league arm,”’ Farrar said. 

The other starters will be juco transfer Don Stewart, 
junior George Fauber (1-2 record, 5.37 ERA last season) 
and senior Mark Mangham (1-3, 11.59). Mangham, a 
knuckleballer, pitched in relief from last year but Farrar 
expects him to be more effective as a starter with the 
knuckleball. 

The relief pitchers include local products 
Hardaway (0-1, 7.20) and Randy Elledge (1-1, 4.13). 

The returning players in the everyday lineup are second 
season baseman Jim Kubik (.352 last season) and catcher 
Wayne Rathbun (.339)--both all-Trans American Athletic 
Conference selections--first baseman Eddie Crone (.297), 
Shortstop Jim Goldman (.325) and centerfielder Billy 
Harwell (.300). 

‘‘Our strengths are catching, the middle infield and the 
outfield,’’ Farrar said. ‘‘I’m real pleased with Rathbun’s 
progress. He has a good body, he runs pretty good--the 
scouts are going to give him a good look this time.’’ 

The outfield, includes juco transfers Randy Williams 
(from Haughton) and Troy Washko. Farrar said, ‘’They 
have good speed and can throw.’’ 

The other newcomers to the starting lineup are 
designated hitter Andy Olson--another juco transfer--and 
third baseman Mike Greene, a freshman and an all-state 
selection from Loyola’s Class AAA state runner-up team 
of last spring. 

The schedule includes LSU and Houston (on the road) 
and 24 conference games with Western Division 
opponents Nicholls State, Northwestern State, Hardin- 
Simmons and Arkansas-Little Rock. Only 10 of the last 29 
games will be at home, but the Gents will play host to the 
TAAC post season tournament May 14-15.

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Farrar Steps Down From 
Post/Watson Joins Staff 


Dr. James C. Farrar, Centenary College’s head baseball 
coach the past seven years, made it official by announcing 
his retirement at 11:00 a.m. Wednesday, May 16, 1984 at 
the Centenary Gold Dome. 

‘‘James did an outstanding job as Centenary’s baseball 
coach,’’ Centenary athletic director Walt Stevens said. 
‘‘The decision to retire was strictly his. His contributions 
to the baseball program can only be truly appreciated by 
those close to the program.’’ 

Farrar ends a 24-year coaching career, including the 
last seven at Centenary. In those 24 seasons, he had only 
two losing seasons. He led the Gents to a career-record 
186 wins, while losing 162, and one tie. His career winning 
percentage (.534) ranks fourth on the Centenary all-time 
list. 

‘‘This is the hardest decision | have had to make in my 
life,’’ Farrar said about leaving baseball. ‘‘I’m thankful 
that | was able to spend as many years in something that | 
love. | feel very humble for the opportunities and the 
people | have been able to be associated with. Especially 
my players and the people in baseball. 

‘‘It boils down that | want to spend more time with my 
family. | want to do some things that | have not been able 
to do while my health is still good,’’ Farrar added. ‘‘I want 
to see my boy play, take him fishing and spend time with 
the rest of my family. 

‘‘| have nothing but the highest regard for Centenary 
College,’’ Farrar continued. ‘‘They have helped me a 
great deal. | appreciate the support that Dr. Donald 
Webb, Dean Dorothy Gwin, Walt Stevens, and the faculty 
have given me. | would also like to thank the people of 
Shreveport for what they have done for me. I’m not 
completely satisfied with what | accomplished; that’s my 
main regret, but | feel the program over the past seven 
years has improved.’’ 

Coach Farrar did indeed add a lot to the Centenary 
baseball program. Concerning capital improvements, he 
turned Centenary Park into one of the finest baseball 
facilities around. He added lights, built a press box, 
enclosed the ball park, built dugouts, paved the walkway, 
and turned the playing surface into one of the finest in the 
city. 

Farrar produced five of seven winning seasons, 
including most wins ever in a single season with 34 during 
the 1980 season when his team tied for the Trans 
American Athletic Conference (TAAC) baseball cham- 
pionships. 

In his place, Stevens announced that Andy Watson, an 
assistant to Coach Farrar the past two years would take 
over the baseball program immediately. Watson is 23

years-old and is one of the youngest coaches ever in 
NCAA Division | baseball. 

‘I’m delighted a young man with Andy Watson’s 
capabilities will succeed James,’’ Stevens said about 
Watson’s appointment. ‘‘| am confident he will do a fine 
job.’’ 

‘‘l feel this is a great opportunity for a young man like 
myself,’’ Watson said. ‘‘] agree with a lot of Coach 
Farrar’s policies and | will continue to use them. So there 
will not be any major changes.’’ 

Watson played for Centenary from 1980-82. He was 
drafted by the Pittsburg Pirates in 1982 and played for one 
year in their A league team in South Carolina. He came 
back the next year to complete his college education and 
assist Coach Farrar. 

Watson ranks high in every Gent hitting category, 
except hit pitches. He ranks first in runs scored (121), 
second in games played (178), at bats (535), doubles (31) 
and home runs (27). He is third in runs batted in (110), 
stolen bases (30), and hits (171); fourth in sacrifice hits 
(5); fifth in sacrifice bunts (13) and base on balls (76); and 
ninth in batting average (.320). 

In addition, Watson was a two-time Trans American 
Athletic Conference all-TAAC and all-tournament selec- 
tion his final two years at shortstop. He graduates from 
Centenary this spring with a degree in Physical 
Education.

Gymnastics Title 1 
Me 


After being the bridesmaid the last two years, 
Centenary College head gymnastics coach Vannie 
Edwards admitted that winning his first National Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics (NAIA) Gymnastics 
Championship was his most gratifying title ever. 

The Ladies, runner-up the last two years (AIAW-Divi- 
sion Il in 1982 and NAIA in 1983), brought home a slew of 
awards, capturing the team title, the Outstanding 
Gymnast and Coach of the Year awards, and hauling back 
ten All-American certificates. 

‘‘T wanted this championship more than any other | 
have won,’’ Edwards said after winning the title. ‘‘l have 
enjoyed working with this group of girls a lot. They 
worked hard and made it a pleasure. | have had some 
great teams with better talent, but none as pleasurable as 
this group.’’ 

Centenary won the team title with a 139.95 score. 

Margot Todd Evans was named the Gymnast of the 
Year (the Nissen Award.) Evans also earned four 
All-American certificates, capturing the national floor 
(18.85 two day score) and vault (18.60) championships for 
the third time in her career, along with two second place 
finishes, one in the all-around (35.90) and the other on 
beam (17.65), five hundredths of a point shy of Cindy 
Greer of Tarleton State (17.80). 

Suzanne Reasor, a freshman from San Antonio, Tx., 
also captured four All-American honors. She finished 
third in the all-around (35.20), sixth on vault (17.75) and 
floor (17.60), and runner-up on the uneven bars (17.80), 
five hundredths of a point shy of Greer (17.85). Janet 
Stevens, a junior from Bossier City, La., also earned 
All-American honors. 

Stevens placed sixth on the floor along with Reasor 
(17.60), picking up her second All-American award. She 
was an All-American her freshman year in the all-around. 
Senior specialist Jessica Soileau. earned her first 
All-American award with a fourth place finish on bars 
(17.60). The top six places, including ties, in each event 
earned All-American awards. 

In addition, coach Edwards was named to his first NAIA 
Coach of the Year award. Edwards, now has won the 
Grandslam of Gymnastics. He has won national titles in 
the NCAA, defunct AIAW Division-II, and now the NAIA. 
In all, Edwards has won _ six national gymnastics 
championships and finished second four times. 

Jessica Soileau, a senior from Ville Platte, La., earned 
All-American honors for the first time in her career, 
scoring a two-day total of 17.60 on the uneven bars for 
fourth place. Soileau underwent knee surgery her 
sophomore season in what appeared to be a career ending 
injury. Even though Soileau was unable to perform on 
vault and floor, she worked hard and came back on bars 
and limited beam work to finish her career. 


Gents Win 


All Sports 
Award 


The Centenary College men’s athletic program is the 
best all-around sports program in the Trans America 
Athletic Conference (TAAC). The Gents captured their 
first-ever Jesse C. Fletcher Award, the Conference All 
Sports Award, announced by TAAC Information Director 
Dave Lancer. 

‘‘Although we did not win any championships, we 
finished high enough in each sport to win,’’ Athletic 
Director Walt Stevens said when hearing the news. 
‘‘When you look at the overall sports programs, ours was 
the strongest.’’ 

‘It’s a tribute to all of our coaches who worked hard to 
ensure that they could perform to the maximum of their 
potential,’’ Stevens said. ‘‘This certainly is a plus for 
Centenary Athletics. This proves we can compete in our 
conference and do well.’’ 

Centenary accumulated 136.5 points, followed by 
Houston Baptist with 120, Hardin-Simmons University 
with 117, Georgia Southern College 109.5, Northwestern 
State 96, Mercer University 94.5, Arkansas-Little Rock 
and Samford University each with 88.5, Nicholls State 
82.5, and Georgia State 78. 

The Gents finished second in volleyball (24 points), 
third in cross country, riflery, and golf (21 pts.), fourth in 
basketball (16.5 pts.), and fifth in baseball (9 pts.). 
Centenary also receive points for tennis (13.5 pts.) and 
soccer (9 pts.). 

This marked the first time a team won the All Sports 
Award without the benefit of a championship since the 
award was established in 1980 in honor of Dr. Fletcher, 
President of Hardin-Simmons University and the first 
President of the TAAC, as well as being one of the 
founders of the league. 

Houston Baptist won three championships and finished 
second, and fourth, but they only compete in five of the 
eight league sports. The Gents have always finished high, 
finally winning the award. Centenary finished second the 
first three years, third last year, and first this year. The 
Gents were one of the only two teams in the league to 
compete in all eight championship sports. 


Susan Gibson, a junior from Richmond, Ind., put 
together a good meet scoring a 34.00 in the all-around, 
just missing All-American honors by five hundredths of a 
point. She scored a 16.70, while the sixth place cutoff was 
at 17.75. Two freshman, Mary Beth Hebert and Holly 
Rucker, and one junior, Katrina Kellogg also competed at 
nationals.

A repeat perfor- 
mance this year is going to take an exceptional effort 
according to Coach Harrison. 

‘‘It all depends on the luck with the draw,’’ Harrison 
said. ‘‘We hope to have our top two players, Macy Evert 
and Edie Carell, seeded high. Evert is ranked 27th 
nationally and Carell 39th.

The Ladies finished the regular season with a 12-12 dual 
meet record. Carell is the Ladies no. 1 player with an 8-17 
overall record, while Evert plays no. 2 and is 16-6, 
followed by All-American returnee Sandy MacMillan at 
no. 3 at 12-8, Cynthia Vanderslice no. 4 at 12-8, Tammie 
Kelley no. 5 at 11-12, and Liz Montgomery no. 6 at 14-8. 

The no. 1 doubles team is made up of MacMillan and 
Evert (9-4 overall), the no. 2 team of Carell and Kelly 
(8-7), and the no. 3 team of Lynn Hanson and Cynthia 
Vanderslice (3-2). This will be the Ladies fifth straight trip 
to a national tennis championship.

Baseball Recap 


Even though the Centenary baseball team did not make 
the Trans America Athletic Conference (TAAC) playoffs, 
Dr. James C. Farrar’s 1984 hit squad managed to put 
together a successful 28-25 overall record and chase a 
handful of all-time records. 

The Gents opened the season with a 14-4 overall and 4-2 
TAAC record and were off to their best start ever under 
Coach Farrar. The Gents dominated early, taking one of 
three from Nicholls State, the 1984 TAAC champions, 
taking three straight from Arkansas-Little Rock, and 
overpowering Southwest Conference power Houston 14-9. 

But injuries and illness hit the team like a rock. 

The Gents opened the season without three starters. 
First baseman Eddie Crone had the flu bug, pitcher 
Tracey Butler had a sore shoulder, and pitcher-designated 
hitter John Mohon dislocated a knee cap in a pick-up 
basketball game. 

Still, the Gents were on a roll and playing excellent 
baseball until they met the Demons of Northwestern 
State. 

In a weekend series with Northwestern State the Gents 
lost outfielder Billy Harwell, a .358 hitter, to knee surgery 
and backup utility infielder Tony Tafoya to academics. 

To further handicap the Gents, they lost catcher Wayne 
Rathbun and short stop Jim Goldman for one game 
because of food poisoning. ‘‘That’s like the basketball 
team playing without Willie Jackson and BoBo Thomas,”’ 
Coach Farrar said after the series. 

Despite all the problems, the Gents had a banner year. 
Second baseman Jim Kubik broke the Centenary all-time 
doubles record with 16 in a single season, breaking the old 
record of 15 set in 1981, and missed out on several others. 

Kubik led the team in half a dozen categories. He led 
the team in at bats with 190 (all-time record is 192), hits 
with 76 (the all-time record is 77), rbi’s with 43 (the 
all-time record is 53), doubles, triples with 5 (the all-time 
record is 6), and total bases with 113 (the all-time record is 
119). He did all this in only 52 games, while the all-time 
leaders played in 62 games. Goldman also had an excel- 
lent season leading the team in five categories. He tied in 
rbi’s with Kubik, led the team in home runs with 10, walks 
with 39 (all-time record is 45), hit pitches with three, and 
assists with 136. Outfield Troy Washko led the team in 
runs scored with 49, one off the all-time record of 50, 
games played with 53, walks tied with Goldman, and 
stolen bases with eight. 

Three players off this year’s team have a legitimate shot 
at being drafted. The Gents were solid up the middle and 
that’s where the signees should come from. Catcher 
Wayne Rathbun, a .293 hitter is a fine looking athlete, 
while Kubik and Goldman showed a lot this year. Kubik 
led the team with a .400 batting average and Goldman was 
fourth with a .357 average. 

As a team the Gents hit .301, three points off the 
all-time record of .304 set in 1977.

_ It’s atime for uncertainty for the Centenary College 
Gents as they prepare for the 1984 soccer season. 
An abudance of youth gives second-year coach Glenn 


Evans more to work with this season; however, he still _ 


feels lack of experience on the front line is reason for 
concern. 

Last year’s kickers turned in a solid 9-9 overall record 
against stiff competition and finished fourth in the 
Trans America Athletic Conference, despite playing 
short in numbers. 

‘‘Fatigue played a key role in several losses last 
year,’’ Evans emphasized after watching his 1983 
team. ‘‘Our biggest problem was a lack of bodies. We 
had no bench strength late in the games and we took 
ourselves out of it. We did not have the personnel to 
keep up.’’ 

Indeed, Evans has reason to be optimistic towards 
the 1984 season. With eight lettermen returning, all of 
them starters, and 13 freshmen recruits, the 1984 
season is one to improve on. 

This year’s team will be stronger offensively and 
improved at both midfield and backfield positions, 
resulting in an attacking 4-3-3 alignment, allowing for 
more offense, and upgrading last year’s defensive 4-4-2 
alignment. 

‘‘We are going to be stronger at all positions this 
year,’’ assistant coach Bill Hempen stressed about this 
squad. ‘’The numbers are there. Last year we had to 
play a 4-4-2 because we did not have enough guys to 
play forward and we needed a lot of defense in certain 
situations. ’’ 

The Gents will have four forwards this year, but if 
injuries hit the forward position, scoring could become 
a problem. The Gents have one outstanding striker and 
three good forwards. 

Jeff Foster, the Gents all-time leading scorer is back 
for his junior season after setting a school-record for 
most goals in a season last year with 38. 

However, it will be the addition of three freshmen 
newcomers, J. Lomax, John Richardson, and Michael 
Alumbaugh, who will give the Gents their needed 
scoring punch.

Leading the backfield and quarterbacking the team is 
three-time all-TAAC selection Scott Davidson. David- 
son, a South Miami, Fl. native, is the team captain and 
the only senior on the squad. 


Returning in the backfield along with Davidson are 
juniors Matt Cardillo, Doug Crone, Jack Conner, 
Robert Miller, and Keith McPherson, and sophomores 
Robert Miller and Steve Sanguinetti. 

Adding depth to the back two lines are freshmen 
newcomers Brian Bergstrom, Britton Coffman, Robert 
desBordes, Steve Faith, Chris Golden, Jeff Patterson, 
Troy Randolph, Mark Cardillo, and David Shell. 

The Gent coaches also improved the goalie position 
during the off season. Mark Knepper, a sophomore 
from Shreveport, did an excellent job in his freshman 
Campaign, earning MVP honors in the East Texas 
Shootout and recording six shutouts. However, 
Knepper did not make his grades over the summer and 
will miss the 1984 season.

Editor’s Note: Since this article went to press Centenary has won 
home games against Northwestern State and TAAC rival Georgia 
State. The Gents also lost to Louisiana Tech in Ruston. 

The Gents in recent years have never sprinted out of 
the starting gate--and this year is no exception. 
Currently the ledger reads 3-6 overall, as the squad sets 
its sights on the TAAC race. 

‘‘I’m hoping we will follow the same pattern as the 
last couple of seasons,’’ said Centenary Head Coach 
Tommy Canterbury. ‘‘A slow. start with gradual 
improvement, consistent performances at mid-year, 
and a bang for the finish.’’ 

‘‘We (Tommy Vardeman and Greg Haddox) would 
have liked to be 6-3 or better at this point in the season, 
but with all the new guys (eight plus three 1984 
redshirts), we’ll have to settle for what we’ve been 
dealt,’’ said Canterbury. ‘‘Besides, we can’t change 
the outcome of the first nine games--that’s ancient 
history. As a player or a coach you have to be able to 
eliminate the results of the previous game and 
concentrate on the upcoming opponent. If you don’t, 
one close loss can devastate your team even more than 
two not so close defeats.’”’ 

Centenary rebounded from a five-game losing streak 
to break for the Holidays with a convincing 89-71 
triumph over Concordia College in a Saturday afternoon 
tilt on December 15th. 

Rodney ‘‘Twin’’ Wagner found the range for 27 
points while dishing out seven assists to even 
Centenary’s home record this season to 3-3. Wagner 
canned 11 of 16 floor shots on the day and was a perfect 
five for five at the free throw line to account for his 
output. Wagner, a 6-0, 175-pound junior from Dallas, 
Texas is on target at the charity stripe this year, and he 
leads the team in that department (26-32 for .813). 

Albert ‘‘BoBo’’ Thomas continues to light up the 
scoreboard with an 18.4 average to lead the Gents. 
More importantly, however, Thomas has shot lights out 
from the field (74-104 for .712) and ranks in the top ten 
in the NCAA Division | for field goal shooting accuracy. 

The 6-3, 187-pound junior from Macon, Georgia also 
tops Centenary rebounders with a 9.0 norm through 
nine games. ‘‘BoBo’’ had a season high of 26 points 
against #6 ranked SMU in Moody Coliseum before the 
Christmas break that included two thunderous dunks 
over the taller Mustang defenders. 

‘“ ..a remarkable 6-3 athlete with an explosive 
40-inch vertical leap...., who can play for any team in 
the nation,’’ was the way Mark McDonald, a writer for 
the DALLAS MORNING NEWS, described Thomas’ 
performance in Big D. 

‘I’m glad he’s not playing for just any team in the 
nation and only us,’’ Canterbury said thankfully. 

‘‘ ‘BoBo’ is the most dynamic player I’ve coached in

my 14 years in the business,’’ said Canterbury. ‘‘It 
wouldn’t be fair to the other outstanding players I’ve 
had the privilege of coaching to say he’s the best 
basketball player I’ve ever coached; but he is the finest 
all-around athlete I’ve ever worked with. (Willie) 
Jackson was unmatched as a scorer, and Cherokee 
(Rhone) was virtually unstoppable in the pivot. George 
Lett had super talent as well,’’ he added. 

To exemplify Thomas’ athletic feats, Canterbury © 
brings to mind that ‘‘BoBo’’ shattered the Georgia 
state triple jump record with a leap of 48 feet 2 inches 
on his way to All-America honors on the track field.

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Director’s Corner 


At the January 1985 NCAA Convention, Legislation 
was passed which established new criteria for NCAA Di- 
vision | membership. This Legislation requires member 
institutions to affiliate both their men’s and women’s 
Varsity Intercollegiate Athletics Program with the NCAA 
as acondition of Active Membership. In addition, NCAA 
Division | membership requires a school to sponsor a 
minimum of 6 varsity men’s sports and 6 varsity 
women’s sports effective September 1, 1986. Institutions 
must perform in accordance with new requirements by 
the end of the academic year prior to the effective date. 
This means that for Centenary to stay in Division | we 
must comply with the new criteria during the 1985-86 
school year. The present criteria for Division | NCAA 
membership is for a school to sponsor 8 men’s sports. 
Schools are permitted to place their women’s program in 
any association it wishes. 

We now sponsor 3 women’s sports: gymnastics, tennis 
and cross country. New legislation requires us to add 3 
women’s sports and conduct our women’s programs in 
accordance with NCAA rules although our women can 
still participate in the NAIA. | recommended and the 
Administration agreed for the 1985-86 school year to add 
women’s riflery, volleyball, and golf. The expense for 
these three sports is considerably less than the expense 
of the women’s basketball program which was discontin- 
ued last spring. Until the expense becomes prohibitive, 
it is definitely to our advantage to stay in the Trans 
America Athletic Conference (TAAC) as a Division | 
member. This year Centenary’s share of the money our 
conference will receive for participation in the NCAA 
Basketball Tournament will be in excess of $12,000. This 
is possible because our Conference Champion receives 
an automatic bid to the NCAA tournament. Our 
Champion this year will receive about $80,000. As a 
member of the 8 team TAAC we have a reasonable 
opportunity to make that $80,000. In addition being a 
member of the TAAC provides: 


1. Our conference champion national TV exposure 
2. Scheduling ease for all TAAC sports 

3. Individual awards and honors 

4. Championships in all sports 

5. Identity that independents lack 

6. Alignment with schools with similar philosophy 
7. Conference unity on NCAA policies

Gymnasts Take Second 
AT NAIA Nationals 


You might say there were few, if any, surprises at the 
NAIA National Women’s Gymnastics Championships 
held in Minot, North Dakota, March 8-9th. The top four 
ranked teams in NAIA during the regular season held 
their respective position in the title meet as well. Winona 
State University, who had been to the altar four previous 
times as bridesmaids in previous years, tied the rest of 
the field in knots as they took the national championship 
with a final team score of 140.60. Defending national 
champs Centenary came on strong at the close of the 
season and earned second place at 138.15. The hosts, 
Minot State College were next at 136.80, while Fort Hays 
State University finished in fourth place by scoring 
135.25. 

Centenary’s top three performers all season, Janet 
Stevens, Suzanne Reasor, and Loye Walker, came 
through under pressure again in the title meet, and they 
earned All-America honors for their efforts. Both Walker 
and Reasor were stamped All-Americas by virtue of 
their ‘‘Top 6’ finish in the All-Around -- Walker took 
fourth with a 34.60, while teammate Reasor was close on 
her heels in fifth at 34.55. 

In the individual competition held the following night 
(Saturday), Stevens captured her prize in the floor 
exercise with a 8.80 score -- good for third place overall.

Albert ‘‘Bobo’’ Thomas, Centenary’s 6-3 jumpingjack 
from Macon, Georgia, was recently selected to the first 
team of the Trans America All-Conference basketball 
team for 1984-85. 

Thomas, who ended the season ranked #12 nationally 
in FG% accuracy (.614), led the Gents this season in 
numerous offensive categories including scoring and 
rebounding with 16.9 and 9.9 averages, respectively. On 
fourteen different occasions Bobo posted double digit 
scoring and rebounding games. His season highs were 
26 points (vs. SMU and Samford) and 18 rebounds (vs. 
Georgia State). Thomas, who will return to the tartan 
surface of the Gold Dome for his senior season next year, 
also led the squad in minutes played by averaging an 
incredible 36.4 minutes per game (982 mintues.)

Farrar’s Number 20 Retired 


Coach James C. Farrar’s Centenary baseball jersey, 
#20, was retired in a surprise ceremony at the Gents 
Club meeting, Tuesday, February 19th at the LeBossier 
Hotel. 

Guest speaker Bob Vanatta, Athletic Director at 
Louisiana Tech, spoke after Farrar’s jersey was retired at 
the start of the meeting. Other special guests present 
for the ceremony were: Coach Farrar’s wife, Kate, Sam 
Wilkinson, Doug Robinson, Gene Hamner and Mike 
Bonner. 

Wilkinson, currently the trainer at Louisiana Tech, 
was Farrar’s trainer in the off season of his main job as 
trainer for the AAA farm club of the Houston Astros. 
Wherever Farrar went so did Wilkinson - Fair Park 
(1961-67), Northwood (1967-71) and Southfield (1972-77). 
In 1978 Farrar took over the Centenary baseball 
program. Robinson, a teacher at Woodlawn, also 
traveled with Farrar as an assistant coach at Fair Park, 
Northwood and Southfield. Hamner is the Athletic 
Director at Southfield and head coach (basketball and 
baseball), and he served as an assistant to Farrar there, 


when the Lillie, Louisiana native was Athletic Director 
and head coach (football and baseball). Bonner, a close 
friend of the 3-time ‘‘Coach of the Year’’ (Fair Park 1965, 
Northwood 1968, Southfield 1976), is in charge of the 
Northwest Louisiana Umpires Association. 

Farrar coach at Centenary for 7 years before retiring at 
the end of the 1984 season with an overall record of 
186-162-1 (.533). He won more games than any other 
coach in Centenary baseball history. 

While at Centenary Farrar was instrumental in 
improving the Centenary baseball program both on and 
off the field. The Gents went up against such national 
powers as Oral Roberts, Arkansas, Oklahoma State and 
South Alabama during his stay. Probably the biggest win 
in Centenary baseball history came on the road against 
#10 Oral Roberts in 1980. Farrar’s Gents took the Titans 
7-4. During Farrar’s seven years, 10 Centenary players 
were drafted into the pro ranks. Farrar was the sole 
person responsible for the capital improvements to 
Centenary Park over the years.

During the past year the NCAA passed legislation 
which will impact significantly on us for the 1985-86 
academic year and in the future. Legislation was passed 
which established new criteria for NCAA Division | 
membership. For the 1985-86 school year member insti- 
tutions must affiliate both their men’s and women’s 
varsity intercollegiate athletics program with the NCAA 
as a condition of active membership. In addition NCAA 
Division | membership requires a school to sponsor a 
minimum of 8 varsity men’s sports and 6 varsity 
women’s sports effective September 1, 1985. Schools are 
permitted to place its women’s program in any associa- 
tion it wishes as long as the women’s program is 
conducted in accordance with NCAA _ rules and 
guidelines. Our women can still participate for NAIA 
Championships, but we must have 3 new women’s 
programs this academic year. | strongly believe that our 
men’s program should stay Division | and a member of 
the Trans America Athletic Conference as long as it is 
financially feasible. We are aligned with schools with 
similar philosophies and being a Conference member 
provides:

The administration has agreed with my proposal to 


institute women’s riflery, volleyball, and golf for the © 


1985-86 school year. 

This summer at a special meeting the NCAA adopted 
new rules concerning institutional self-study of athletics, 
academic reporting, discipline of members, coaches 
involved in violations, eligibility of student-athletes, and 
principles of institutional control and responsibility. 
Some specifics of these rules were already being done at 
Centenary and the others can be instituted very easily. 
These rules in the long run should help small schools to 
gain parity with the large colleges and universities. 

The increase in the cost of our athletic program is 
primarily the result of NCAA action which forces us to 
meet requirements of new programs. The NCAA has 
promised that no new requirements for new programs is 
contemplated. We need your help more than ever to help 
fund our budget. If every Gents Club Member would get 
just one new member a significant financial increase 
would result.

Bob and Willa 
Moss, a husband and 
wife team that origi- 
nated the Little Rock 
Gymnastics Center: 
back in 1976 have 
been named Co-Head 
Coaches of the Cen- 
tenary Ladies. Both 
are 33 years old and 
attended Southeast- 
ern Louisiana Uni- 
versity starting in 
1969. The announce- 
ment was made at 
the last Gents Club 
Luncheon on May 15 
at the LeBossier 
Hotel. 

Bob, a competitive trampolinist under departing 
Ladies’ Coach Vannie Edwards, was a national champion 
in 1970 and a member of the All-America Trampoline 
team the following season. — 

Willa trained under Edwards as well in all-around 
competition, and in 1971 she became a judge of national 
meets--a task she at times still undertakes. 

In 1973, a year before they would be married, the 
Mosses went in different directions. Bob traveled with 
Edwards as his assistant to Southwest Junior College in

Summit, Mississippi. Willa moved back home to New 


Jersey and taught in the public school system there until 
1976. Once married the couple managed a gymnastics 
training club in New Jersey through that same year. 

-In the fall of 1976 the Mosses took their gymnastics 


talents and teaching abilities south to Little Rock, where 
they operated until their appointment at Centenary. At 
the Little Rock Gymnastics Center they taught 400 class 
students per year as well as 50 or so competitive 
gymnasts. 

The Mosses like the gymnastics climate and potential 
for growth in the Shreveport area. Not that Vannie 
Edwards didn’t help get the ball rolling. 

‘Vannie is to women’s gymnastics what Vince 
Lombardi was to football,’’ said Bob Moss. ‘‘You really 
don’t fill someone’s shoes like him, but you just do the 
best you can to make a good situation better. That is 
what my wife and | will try to do.’’ 

‘‘We are going to shoot for an average of 12 meets per 
year,’’ added Moss, ‘‘mainly just to give our kids more 
experience in college competition.’’ 

When asked if there would be any major changes in 
the Centenary program, Moss said, ‘‘As far as training 
styles, | know we have similar philosophies to Edwards, 
since he is the one we really learned gymnastics from.’’ 

The soon-to-be-built training center will be erected in 
the southeast part of Shreveport with the probable site 
being in the vicinity of LSU-S off of Youree Drive and 
Bert Kouns. 

‘‘Our goal for the center will be to develop national 
and international gymnasts,’’ stated Moss, ‘‘who will 
represent Shreveport and the State of Louisiana.’’ 

Three years after the duo arrived on the scene in Little 
Rock, they coached their first national gymnastics 
champion, Beth Pope. Since that first title captured by 
Pope, the Mosses have guided two other gymnasts to 
numerous other national championships. 

Look out, Centenary and Shreveport, the torch has 
been passed and it is burning strongly. 


Larry Bagley Joins Gent Staff 


Larry Bagley, a 14 year veteran of prep basketball 
coaching at Logansport High, has been named the new 
assistant basketball and head men’s and women’s 
volleyball coach at Centenary College. Bagley replaces 
Greg Haddox, who took a similar position at Louisiana 
Tech. 

Bagley, 36, played college basketball at Southeastern 
Louisiana and Baptist Christian College. At 6-5, 215 
pounds, Bagley set the scoring record as a member of 
the freshman team at SLU, and he also started several 
varsity games the following season. As a junior he 
transferred to Baptist Christian, where he finished his 
career and earned a B.A. degree in Elementary 
Educatior in 1971. His final year at Baptist Christian, 
Bagley was voted MVP in the conference. In 1976 Bagley 
received a Masters in Education from Stephen F. Austin. 

As a basketball coach, the Longstreet, Louisiana 
native posted a 314-138 record in his 14 seasons at 
Logansport. Bagley’s teams won 6 district champion- 
ships, and 3 zone titles, while making 10 playoff 
appearances during his stay. He was honored as district 
“Coach of the Year’’ 6 times, as well as 3 times at the 


parish level. Bagley 
has spoken at the 
LSU Basketball Camp 
the last four years, 
and has worked 
camps at numerous 
schools including:

The Name of the Game is RECRUITING 


Centenary’s basketball team never really got out of the 
starting blocks last year, and Gent head coach Tommy 
Canterbury felt his biggest recruiting need to be at 
guard--both point and wing. 

To rectify the situation on the tartan surface of the 
Gold Dome for the upcoming cage campaign, Canterbury 
and assistants Tommy Vardeman and Greg Haddox (now 
an assistant at Louisiana Tech) inked three guards and a 
power forward. 

Blanton Hill, Gene Vandenlangenberg and Pete Scalia 
are the three guards Canterbury and Co. hope can give 
immediate relief in the Gent backcourt. Hill and 
Vandenlangenberg are both Muskogee, Oklahoma 
products and attended junior colleges in their home 
state, while Scalia hails from Beloit, Illinois. 

Hill, a 6-0, 155 junior-to-be played point guard at 
Northern Oklahoma JC, while Vandenlangenberg was 
the wing guard at Eastern Oklahoma JC. The 6-0, 175 
second guard averaged 15 points per outing last season, 
while Hill came away with 8 points and just over 6 assists 
a game. Scalia finished his final prep season last year 
with 1,831 career points and a 26.2 average as a senior. 
He also pulled down seven rebounds and handed out 
three assists per game for his 24-2 South Beloit team.

‘‘The way college basketball is today,’’ added 
Canterbury, ‘‘you need 15 solid players and 3 quality 
coaches. Larry solidified a spot on our coaching staff, 
and I’m looking forward to working with him.’’ 

‘‘College coaching has always been in the back of my 
mind,’’ said Bagley. ‘‘Sometimes | wasn’t sure if it was 
ever going to happen for me, though.’’ 

‘‘There are a lot of good coaches out there looking for 
jobs, and only a few positions to be filled,’’ Bagley 
added. ‘‘Coaching in college was not an obsession with 
me, but | did go to as many clinics as possible to learn 
more about the game.’’ 

It didn’t take the new member of the Centenary 
basketball triumvirate long to note the main differences 
between high school and college basketball. 

‘“‘The recruiting and travel aspects are major 
differences, and I’m sure they will require an adjustment 
on my part,”’ said Bagley. ‘‘In high school rvost road 
games are just right down the road, and there is no such 
thing as recruiting.”’ 

‘‘However, the strategy of the game on the floor isn’t 
any different,’’ noted Bagley, ‘‘and even though | 
enjoyed the classroom at Logansport, it will be nice to 
concentrate all my efforts on college coaching.’”’ 

Bagley has little trouble recalling his first meetings 
with both Canterbury and Gent assistant Tommy 
Vardeman, now his co-workers. 

‘‘Canterbury (Centenary) and Vardeman (Louisiana 
Tech) were both recruiting a guy by the name of Wayne 
Waggoner who played for me at Logansport,’’ said 
Bagley. ‘‘l appreciate the fact they gave me this 
opportunity to do something I’ve always hoped to do.’’ 

Centenary’s men’s volleyball team placed second in 
the Trans America Athletic Conference the last two 
years. Women’s volleyball will be inaugurated in the 
1985-86 school year. : 


‘Originally we thought our recruiting was complete 
with three signees (Hill, Vandenlangenberg, and Fred 
McNealey), said Canterbury, ‘‘but when we saw Scalia, 
a big shooting guard, we liked what we saw. We were 
looking for that type of player to sign next year, but I’m 
glad he came along this year.”’ 

McNealey put his name on the dotted line with 
Centenary back on the national signing date (April 15th), 
as the Gent coaches got their number one high school 
prospect of the year. McNealy starred both on the 
basketball court and track field at Sylacauga (Alabama) 
High. He stands 6-5, 198 pounds and he used that frame 
to become the Alabama state record holder in the high 
hurdles last year. McNealy was heavily recruited by LSU 
and Alabama in track, but he chose basketball and 
Centenary. 

‘‘We feel Fred can be a four-year contributor to our 
program,’’ stated Canterbury. ‘‘He is built in the same 
mold as a Willie Jackson and has similar strength to 
Bobo Thomas.’’ 

Add these four newcomers to a long list of returnees 
and Gent basketball fortunes could be on the rise in 
1985-86.

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Director’s Corner

Our Gents Club Drive this fall in terms of obtaining 
new membership was the most successful drive we have 
had in the last five years. Under Bill Quirk’s leadership, 
over 100 new members have been brought into the Gents 
Club and the number is still rising. This source of 
revenue is essential if we are going to continue to 
sponsor eight men’s sports and six women’s sports to 
meet NCAA Division | criteria. Essentially basketball is 
our only revenue producing sport, but the other sports 
programs are extremely important to us. In addition to 
basketball, the Trans America Athletic Conference 
awards championships in soccer, cross country, rifle, 
tennis, golf, volleyball and baseball. We continue to be 
very competitive in our men’s conference and many of 
our athletes have won All-Conference and All-Academic 
honors. With gymnastics and tennis leading the way, our 
Ladies play a strong role in determining NAIA 
Championships. This year we started women’s riflery, 
volleyball and golf, and with the re-institution of 
cross-country, we have our six sports. About 150 student 
athletes participate in our intercollegiate program, a 
significant part of the total student body. We are the 
smallest NCAA Division | school in the country, but our 
athletic accomplishments down through the years have 
been remarkable. In the professional world of sports we 
have Centenary athletes at the very top in basketball, 
golf and gymnastics. Thanks to all the Gents Club 
members for helping us maintain our program that has 
benefited so many. 


Hal Sutton Invitational 
November 11-13 


Centenary College will host the 2nd Annual Hal Sutton 
Collegiate Invitational which tees off at East Ridge 
Country Club November 11th. The event will last three 
days and consist of 72 holes of golf. 


Fourteen teams are entering including: Baylor, 
Kansas, Louisiana Tech, McNeese, New Orleans, 
Northeast, North Texas State, Southeastern, SMU, 


Southwestern, Southwest Texas, Texas-San Antonio, 
Tulsa and host Centenary. 

Baylor and McNeese are considered to be the 
pre-tourney favorites on the par 72 East Ridge course. 

‘‘It is an honor for our golf program to host the Hal 
Sutton Invitational,’’ said Centenary Golf Coach Peter 
Winkler. ‘‘We have had a very positive response from 
coaches and players, and although this year’s field is 
very strong, we hope to continue to make it even better.”’

Lamar won the tournament by 12 strokes over 
runner-up LSU a year ago as two Cardinals came away 
with co-medalist honors. Philip Jonas and teammate 
John Riegger tied for the individual championship by 
firing an even par 213 over three rounds at the 
Shreveport Country Club. Centenary finished in fifth 
place in 1984. 

‘‘We are very fortunate to play the Sutton Invitational 
on golf courses the caliber of East Ridge and Shreveport 
Country Club,’’ added Winkler. 

The Gent golf team has contended in all three 
tournaments it has teed up at this fall. Centenary opened 
the 1985 season with an eighth place finish at the 
Americana Invitational in Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. 
Later in September the Gents ended up eight strokes 
behind McNeese, which won the NLU Invitational in 
Monroe. The effort was good enough for second place. 
Back on October 21st Centenary hosted the rain- 
shortened Louisiana Intercollegiate at Querbes Golf 
Course. Winkler’s crew tied for the third spot six shots 
off the pace set by Northeast. 

Centenary will complete its fall season at the 
Bluebonnet Bowl Tournament on December 6-8. It will 
be played at Columbia Lakes Country Club in West 
Columbia, Texas. 


KICKERS HAVE SUCCESSFUL SEASON 


Entering the final two weekends of the 1985 season the 
Centenary soccer team has posted an 11-5-1 overall 
record to assure its second consecutive winning 
campaign. In 1984 Glenn Evans’ squad posted a 13-8 
mark which was good for a third place tie in the Trans 
America Athletic Conference. 

‘‘All in all | would say we have had another good 
year,’’ said Evans who just completed his sixth season as 
Gent soccer coach. ‘‘We won the East Texas Shootout for 
the fourth straight year, put together a five game 
winning streak at mid-season and played tough against 
some very tough and nationally ranked opponents 
(Alabama A&M, SMU and Houston Baptist.)’’ 

‘| like our chances in the TAAC playoffs because we 
can beat any of the other teams (Houston Baptist, 
Hardin-Simmons and Samford),’’ added Evans. ‘‘A lot 
will depend on the draw, but we do have the home field 
advantage.’’ 

The TAAC Western Division Playoffs were held at the 
Centenary Soccer field on November 1-2. The winner of 
the west takes on the Eastern Division Champion on 
November 9th on the road. 

After seventeen games Centenary’s leading scorer is 
freshman Tommy Poole with 23 points (11 goals and one 
assist). Next on the Gent scoring ladder is Allen Higgins 
with 17 points (four goals and nine assists). Higgins, a 
Richardson, Texas native, is the leader on the squad in 
assists. Forward Mike Alumbaugh has drilled six goals, 
while Jeff Patterson, Steve Fath and Carlos Cantu have 
scored five goals each to aid the Centenary cause. 

Goalkeeper Damin Hall has been stingy around the 
net, allowing just 23 goals on the year, for an average of 


1.6 per game. Hall, a sophomore, has recorded six 
shutouts in 1985 and held opponents to just one score on 
three other occasions. 

During this season you might just say the Gents got 
their kicks.

Drug Education 


At the beginning of this school year the NCAA Drug 
Education Committee strongly recommended that all 
member institutions implement a drug education 
program for their student athletes.

He spoke on drugs and alcohol and their § 
effect on the human body. On September 30th 
Detective Corporal Ron Turner of the Crime 
Prevention Division of the Shreveport Police Depart- 
ment presented a graphic film on ‘‘street’’ drugs, 
their legality and availability. 

The final session of the program for the 1985-86 
school year was held on October 14th. The topic was 
‘Anabolic Steroids--Are they helpful or harmful?’’ 

‘‘The main purpose of this program was to 
educate the Centenary athlete about drugs and 
hazards of using them,’’ said Gent Athletic Director 
Walt Stevens. ‘‘Also, we want to let our athletes know 
| that if they think they have any type of drug related | 
problem, they can discuss it freely with their coach or 
myself.’’

GENTS FINISH STRONG 


What a difference a month and a few days can make! 
After Centenary’s basketball Gents were soundly 
whipped by Northwestern State, 80-62, back on January 
30th their record dropped to 6-12. Presto, just like 
Bullwinkle pulls a rabbit out of his hat, Centenary won 
seven of its final ten games to earn a Trans America 
Athletic Conference Tournament finals berth egainst 
regular-season champion Arkansas-Little Rock. 

UALR, like Centenary, went into the championship 
game at the Statehouse Convention Center, hoping to 
grab its first ever NCAA Tournament bid. The Trojans, 
who marched through the TAAC with a 12-2 mark in the 
regular season, did the same in ‘‘their’’ end-of-the-year 
party--winning each game of post-season importance by 
no less than 15 points. Arkansas-Little Rock muscled by 
Centenary 85-63 in the finals, and Gent Coach Tommy 
Canterbury wasn’t happy--or surprised for that matter. 

‘Little Rock was the pre-season pick to win our 
league,’’ said Canterbury, ‘‘and they are the best 
representative for our league. Our guys gave an all-out 
effort against them, but they were just too strong in the 
end.’’ 

Centenary, seeded sixth to open the TAAC Tourney, 
had to come through on the road twice, for the 
opportunity to meet UALR (22-10) and winners of 19 of 
their last 21. The Trojans, in their first round NCAA 
game in the Midwest Regional, upset #10 ranked Notre 
Dame at the Metrodome in Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
before losing in double overtime to North Carolina State. 

‘‘We put ourselves in a bind by not finishing in the 
upper division of our conference, (those teams host a 
first round game in the TAAC playoffs)’ said 
Canterbury, ‘‘but, we came out of it okay by beating 
Houston Baptist (84-81 on March 1). Then we played one 
of our best games of the year in the semi-finals against 
Samford (96-82, Gent triumph). We were ready, but 
UALR and (Mike) Newell had the horses.’’ 

Centenary ended the year at 13-17 overall, with seven 
of those setbacks coming to tournament teams: (NCAA -

Lady Gymnasts 6th in NAIA 


Centenary’s Lady Gymnasts took sixth place at the 
NAIA National Gymnastics Championships held at Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, on March 7-8th. 

The Ladies finished the 1986 campaign with a 2-5 dual 
meet mark and 9-11 against opponents in tournament 
competition. For the first time in 13 years the Ladies 
ended the NAIA Nationals ‘‘out of the money’’, since in 
those prior seasons Centenary came home as the 
champion or runner-up. But, the slight slip doesn’t have 
Coach Bob Moss in much of a panic. That is because 
Moss, a veteran in gymnastics circles like his coach and 
predecessor Vannie Edwards, has only one _ senior-- 
Katrina Kellogg--departing as a Centenary graduate. 
Kellogg’s all-around average was 30.78. 

The Ladies’ top two all-around performers will return 
next season, as freshman Julie Goodwin (33.61 AA) and 


junior Mary Beth Hebert (32.79 AA) come back for an 
encore. 


Hebert earned seventh place in the all-around at 
Nationals with a score of 33.80, while Goodwin was in the 
eighth slot at 33.70. Hebert also reached the finals in 
three events. 


Loye Walker and Goodwin were the two Centenary © 
gymnasts who performed up to All-America standards at 
Eau Claire. Walker, who didn’t decide to return to the 
team until after the fall semester of 1985, placed third on 
the balance beam with a score of 8.70. Walker has been 
named All-America in each of her two years at 
Centenary. Goodwin also took All-America honors in 
both the uneven bars and floor exercise, finishing eighth 
(8.50) and fourth (9.00), respectively. 


It's The Stretch Run For 


Baseball 


As of this writing Centenary’s baseball team owns a 
19-19 record this season and Andy Watson’s team is 5-3 
in the Trans America Athletic Conference. That league 
mark is good for second place--a half-game behind front- 
running Hardin-Simmons at 8-4. The Gents and 
Cowboys split four games back on March 21-22 at 
Centenary Park, and a pivotal four-game series is set for 
April 11-12th in Abilene. Arkansas-Little Rock is 
currently 3-9 in the TAAC Western Division--the winner 
of which will host the conference championship series on 
April 25-26th. 


In what might have been the largest crowd ever to 
watch a Centenary baseball game, third-ranked LSU rose 
from the dead (with a little help from the Gents) for a 9-5 
win at Centenary Park back on March 26th. Twelve 
hundred (1,200) fans witnessed the hard fought struggle 
that saw the Tigers come up with six runs after two were 
out in the top half of the ninth inning. Hard-throwing 
Barry Manuel (5-0) picked up the win for Skip Bertman’s 
team, now 30-4, while Jimmy Stone (1-2) was the 
hard-luck loser. Stone had a two run lead with two outs in 
the ninth and a runner on second base, when an infield 
error on a grounder put runs at the corners. After a 
hit-batsman, Tiger pinch-hitter Craig Faulkner delivered 
a two-run double down the right-field line that plated 
the tying runs. Faulkner’s heroics came with two balls 
and two strikes, and when the relay throw was wide of 
home plate, first baseman Jim Bowie scored what proved 
to be the winning run. 


Second baseman Darrell Storey leads the Gents in 
hitting at .402, while first-sacker Lance Barnett sports a 
351 average. Outfielder Richard Tuite is hiting .346, and 
catcher Louis Parker checks in at .306. Pitching-wise the 
Gents are paced by Tracey Butler at 3-3, including 6% 
innings of four-hit ball against LSU (although he did not 
figure in the decision),and freshman (Airline High) Sean 
Koeppen at 4-0.

Richard ‘‘Digger’’ Phelps, Notre Dame’s head basket- 
ball coach of 15 seasons, will be the guest speaker at a 
Centenary Gents Club dinner September 30th at the 
LeBossier Hotel. The event, which gets underway with a 
6:30 p.m. social hour (7:30 p.m. dinner), is being 
sponsored by the Gents Club and Yokem Toyota. Tickets 
for ‘‘Dinner with Digger’’ are $20 per person ($15 for

It has been 20 years since Phelps sent the now-famous 
handwritten letter to Notre Dame football coach Ara 
Parseghian in hopes of progressing from a Hazleton, Pa. 
High coach to the top spot with the Fighting Irish. In 
Phelps’ 16 years in the college coaching business (he 
spent one season at Fordham with his team posting a 
26-3 record), the 44-year old Beacon, N.Y. native sports 
a 326-141 (.698) career coaching record. 

Phelps, whose game-day attire always includes a 
green carnation on the lapel of his coat, is a controver- 
sial, candid and outspoken personality. The coauthor of 

two books, Phelps has guided 11 of his 16 teams into the 
NCAA Tournament--with the 1977-78 edition going 23-8 
and earning a spot in the Final Four. Three of his five 
other squads have participated in the NIT, with two of 
those making the finals. He brought his 1979-80 team to 
Shreveport (Mansfield’s Orlando Woolridge was the 
starting Irish center as a junior), and beat Tulane, 79-59, 
at Hirsch Coliseum as part of the Centenary Doublehea- 
der (the Gents whipped Alaska-Anchorage, 121-92). 

During his stay at the South Bend, Indiana school, 
Phelps’ teams have notched 20 or more victories on 11 
occasions, and the Irish have upset the number-one- 
ranked team or the defending national champion eight 
times. He has coached five first-team All-Americans, 
and even more noteworthy, every athlete who has played : er ae

The graduation-rate information for this year’s 
report was for the entering freshman class that began 
attendance as full-time, regularly matriculated, degree- 
seeking students in the 1980-81 academic year. For that 
entering class, Centenary’s student-athlete graduation 
rate was 87%. The overall student graduation rate at 
Centenary for the same period was 95%. The 
graduation-rate statistic was determined by the number 
of students who graduated by the end of the 1985 
summer term, or left school in good academic standing. 

The NCAA picked a good year for us to start reporting, 
and although our student-athlete graduation rate might 
not be as high in succeeding years, | am confident 
Centenary will continue to be among the top colleges and 
universities with the highest rate of graduating athletes.

Shreveport Country Club

Twelve college teams from around the country will tee 
it up in the third annual Hal Sutton Invitational to be held 
November 10-11 at the Shreveport Country Club. A 
practice round is scheduled for Sunday, November 9th 
on the par 71 SCC course, and the 54-hole event (27 holes 
each day) gets underway the next morning. 

Teams already accepting invitations to play include: 
Arkansas, Baylor, Kansas, McNeese State, Mississippi, 
Mississippi State, Northeast Louisiana and Southeastern

Southern Methodist University earned the title a year 
ago on the East Ridge Country Club course by 
outdistancing runner-up Kansas by 10 strokes.

GENT SOCCER IS ALIVE AND KICKING 


The Centenary soccer team is California-bound as it 
opens the 1986 season, and Coach Glenn Evans and his 
troops have left themselves a hard act to follow after 
piling up a single-season record 14 wins a year ago. 

An overall record of 14-6-1 provided the Gents with a 
third-place tie in the Trans America Athletic Conference 
race. On top of that, Centenary took the East Texas 
Shootout title for the fourth straight year in 1985, while 
setting team and individual records in the process. 

Centenary’s won-loss percentage (.700) last season is 
the highest in the school’s history, and the Gents won 
more games at home (8) than ever before. As a team 
Centenary also set single-season marks for: goals scored 
(75), assists (47), total points (197), fewest goals allowed 
(31) and most shutouts recorded (8). 

On the individual side of the ledger, Chris Golden, 
Steve Fath, Gary Giessing and Damin Hall were 
record-breakers. Golden, a defender (back) by trade, 
dished out three assists in a game against Arlington 
Baptist in which the Gents won 17-0. (Yes, 17 goals in a 
game is a team record as well.) Midfielder Steve Fath, 
who will be lost for most of this season with a broken 
ankle, is the current career assist leader with 17 in two 
years. Fath’s mishap occured in Dallas while playing in 
an indoor match in early August. Giessing etched his 
name in the record books with 7 points (3 goals and 1 
assist) against Arlingon Baptist. Hall, Centenary’s 
goalkeeper the past two seasons owns virtually every 
defensive record, including: saves in a match (11, vs.

nationally ranked SMU) and career (139). Hall also 
claims top billing for fewest goals allowed and most 
shutouts--single-season and career in both categories. 
The junior from Plano, Texas permitted just 24 goals in 
1985, while posting 7 shutouts. 

Past history aside, Evans is optimistic for another 
good year. : 

‘‘In this business you can never be satisfied,’’ said 
Evans, entering his eighth season at the helm of the 
Centenary program and owning a 57-31-1 coaching mark. 

‘‘Our team returned with a new-found enthusiasm this 
fall and that is exciting. The trip to (Riverside) California 
is a big plus for the guys. However, we will have a lot of 
new faces at the most critical position--midfield. That is 
where the transition from offense to defense and 
vice-versa must take place. ’’ 

Tommy Poole is an experienced midfielder returning 
to the Gent line-up after leading the squad with 12 goals 
a year ago, but the injury to Fath (he will redshirt) could 
be costly. 

At defender, the Gents are solid as three veterans-- 
Britton Coffman (AII-TAAC in ’85), Brian Bergstrom and 
Chris Golden return for their junior seasons. 

Forward/midfielder Mike Alumbaugh will also contri- 
bute, as will newcomer Richard Plant, out of Cape Town, 
South Africa.

CENTENARY OPENS ROUNDBALL SEASON 


When Centenary tips off the 1986-87 season at South 
Alabama on November 28th, it will be the first time since 
1976-77 that your Gents have opened a campaign away 
from the friendly confines of the Gold Dome - a first for 
any team member, including head coach Tommy 
Canterbury who took over as captain of the Gent ship 
midway through 1977-78. 

In fact, two of Centenary’s toughest non-conference 
foes(South Alabama and Northwestern State) have dates 
#1 and #2 with the Gents. The Jaguars are picked to 
finish in the upper division (as high as third) in the Sun 
Belt Conference, while the rival Demons, in some 
circles, are the top team of the Gulf Star. Northwestern 
invades the Gold Dome on December 1st at 7:30 p.m. a 
worthy opponent -- winners of 8 of their last 11 games a 
year ago with only one starter lost. Centenary travels to 
tackle Missouri on December 14th in Columbia, possibly 
the toughest hurdle on this year’s meet. The Tigers 
feature 6-7 All-America candidate Derrick Chievous at 
one forward spot and are tabbed fourth in the Big-Eight. 
Missouri, coached by Norm Stewart, participated in the 
NCAA Tournament last March. 

The Gents hope to continue their winning ways from 
the last third of the 1985-86 season -- victors of 7 of their 
final 10 and a berth in the TAAC finals against 
Arkansas-Little Rock. 

Leading the charge will be returning starters Gene 
Vandenlangenberg, Fred McNealey and Andrew Dew- 


berry along with oft-starter Blanton Hill. Holdovers 
Maurice Barr and Rodney Martin will also contribute, as 
will newcomers Cedric Ellis, Marro Hawkins, and ‘Jeff 
Sink. Adding to the Centenary attack will be Eric 
Padgett, Pete Scalia, Keenan Roberts, Michael Butler 
and Chris Jensen. 

‘‘Vandy,’’ the Newcomer of the Year in the TAAC 
last winter (14.7 points per game), tied Mercer’s 6-9 
center Chris Moore with 30 votes, as the top candidate 
for all-conference in pre-season balloting. Besides the 
fact that Vandy averaged 29.5 points over a four-game 
crunch run to the TAAC finals, the 6-0, 175-pound senior 
from Muskogee, Oklahoma finished last year ranked in 
the top 10 in the loop in five categories: FG%, FT%, 
steals, assists and last but not least, scoring. 

It won’t be a one man show, however, as 6-5 forward 
Fred McNealey is also a gamer. McNealey, with norms 
of 9.7 points and 5.6 rebounds in his freshman tour, will 
be called upon for more scoring and board work with the 
graduation of Albert ‘‘Bobo’’ Thomas. Barr demonstra- 
ted more often that not a year ago that he is capable as a 
power player on the inside. Dewberry and Hill combined 
to start 29 games in 85-86 and will be counted on to 
provide both scoring punch and defensive pressure from 
their guard positions. Freshman 6-6 post man Marro 
Hawkins, who has looked rugged in _ pre-season drills, 
could also earn a starting slot in the middle.

SUTTON INVITATIONAL 


The tenth-ranked Arkansas Razorbacks lived up to 
their pre-tournament billing as they coasted to a 
seven-stroke victory (at 571) in the 3rd annual Hal Sutton 
Collegiate Invitational at Shreveport Country Club 
November 10-11th. The event was shortened to 9 holes 
on the last day (36 holes for the tourney) due to wet 
grounds and wintery conditions on the 6,800 yard, par 71 
course. 


Northeast Louisiana’s Kenny Walker took medalist 
honors at 142 (67-75) as the Indian ace birdied the first 


_ sudden-death hole (#10) to unclutter a five man deadlock 


for the top spot. John Daly of Arkansas, who led after the 
first 27 holes by three strokes, had rough going on the 
first hole on the second day of play (he made 8), while 
the rest of the field advanced. A pair of Mississippi 
golfers, Vance Veazey and Dave Miley, along with 
Hoyle Granger (USL), also ended regulation even with 
the leaders at 142. 


It was the second straight year that a Southwest 
Conference school claimed the title (SMU won in ’85). 


Centenary, which paced Trans America Athletic 
Conference entries, tied for eighth as a team at 600. 
Keith Lehr and Charles Rougeau were the top Gent 
performers with scores of 149. Robbie Strano was next at 
150, while Hal Patton and Jeff Guin shot 154 and 158, 
respectively. 


CENTENARY SOCCER -- 1986 Best Year Ever 


The numbers speak for themselves... 
14-5-1...as the 1986 edition of Cente- 
nary soccer posted the best winning 
percentage (.737) of any team in the 
eight year history of the sport at Gent- 
land. A Midwest Region ranking of 10th 
by Soccer America at one point late in 
the season was a first for the program -- 
a little icing on the cake earned with a 
lot of hard work. 


No, a 3-1 loss to Hardin-Simmons in 
the finals of the Trans America Athletic 
Conference Western Division finals on 
the Cowboys’ home turf was not the 
way the script was originally written. In 
fact, the last three seasons have ended 
in identical fashion - one act short of the 
final curtain known as the TAAC 
championship game. 


“We still haven’t reached our ulti- 
mate goal,’’ said Centenary coach 
Glenn Evans, ‘‘which is to win the 
conference title. | have no complaints, 
though, because it was an excellent 
year. It’s time to hit the recruiting trail 
in hopes of progressing further next 
season.’’ 


Centenary blazed a few trails in ’86 
as the Gents put together a seven-game 
win streak (longest in school’s history) 
that was finally silenced by #2 ranked

The Gents declared war on the record 
book as well, tying or eclipsing seven 
team standards and five individual ones 
to boot. 


Freshman Greg Woodbridge with 18 
goals broke the single-season mark 
(previously 15 by this year senior Jeff 
Foster set back in 1983). Woodbridge 
also had a record five game-winners 
this fall. The South African was a key to 
the Gent attack, as was sophomore mid- 
fielder Tommy Poole. Poole parlayed a 
second-half-of-the-season scoring binge 
into 14 goals and seven assists--good 
enough for runner-up team_ scoring 
honors (35 points) to Woodbridge’s 37 
points. Four of Poole’s assists came in a 
record-setting performance against 
Artington Baptist. 


On the defensive side of the ledger, 
goalkeeper Damin Hall broke his own 
mark of fewest goals allowed in a 
season (only 23: his previous best was 
24 in ’85).

““DINNER WITH DIGGER” A SUCCESS 


Some 250 Gents Club members and guests. gathered 
on September 30th at the Ramada Inn Bossier to hear 
Notre Dame basketball coach Digger Phelps speak on the 
status of college athletics and education in the United 
States. 

The phrase ‘‘you could have heard a pin drop’”’ is 
the most appropriate way to describe the captive 
audience. Phelps, who has won 300 games in 15 years at 
the helm of the Fighting Irish program, admitted he 
enjoys an almost perfect athleticand educational situation 
at Notre Dame, but he mentioned ‘‘my first year at South 
Bend (won-loss wise) was not one to write home about.’’ 

‘‘I remember a three-game road swing that year,’’ 
Phelps added ‘‘where we lost to Indiana, UCLA and 
Kentucky by more points than'l care to remember. After 
the loss to Kentucky, coach Adolph Rupp, in his last year 
of coaching, called me at the hotel room. | said to my 
wife, ‘hey it’s the man, coach Rupp,’. He said ‘Digger 
this is coach Rupp. | noticed you lost to Indiana by 65 and 
then UCLA by 56, and tonight we beat you by 31.’ | 


thought he was going to pump me up. He asked what 


_| thought was wrong with his Kentucky team.’’ 


All kidding aside, Phelps gave his view on where 
college athletics can go and why. ‘‘Everybody wants to - 
be #1,’’ said Phelps, ‘‘have All-Americans and win a 
gold medal in the Olympics. Those are our dreams. On 
the dark side, what about drugs?..why aren’t kids 
getting their degrees?...what about education? -- 
starting with the grade schools. The backbone of any 
nation is its educational system.’’ 

Phelps went on to illustrate where scholastic priorities 
were lessened in the 60’s, 70’s, and early 80’s. He then 
added, ‘‘we are not there yet, but we are heading in the 
right direction.’’ 

Yes, Notre Dame fans, the coach thinks his highly 
regarded point guard David Rivers will be back in the 
starting line-up after suffering chest injuries in a 
automobile accident in early September.

Centenary’s basketball Gents struggled with a 10-17 
overall record in 1986-87, including a 5-13 Trans America 
Athletic Conference mark--not good enough to qualify 
for the league’s post-season tournament. 

A year ago, Centenary came on strong at the end of 
the season --winning seven of their final 10 games -- 
before losing the TAAC Tournament championship 
game to upstart Arkansas-Little Rock. 

Georgia Southern earned the TAAC’s NCAA berth 
this past season by defeating Stetson, 49-46, for the 
tournament title. The Eagles fought until the end before 
losing to Syracuse, 79-73, in the first round of the 
NCAA’s at the Carrier Dome (Syracuse’s home court). 
UALR, the regular season TAAC front-runner and a NIT 
invitee, knocked off Baylor and Stephen F. Austin in that 
tournament. UALR also went on to beat California before 
losing in the NIT semi-finals to LaSalle. 

The Gents relied primarily on a guard oriented attack 
this past winter, but when the perimeter game was on, 
the inside play was hard to find and vice-versa. 

Centenary put together three of its best performances 
against the top teams in the TAAC. The Gents lost 71-67 
at Little Rock and 89-81 in double overtime vs. the 
Trojans at the Gold Dome. Add a 70-68 OT loss at 
Georgia Southern and frustation sets in.

Make no mistake, Centenary’s women’s gymnastics 
team was not exactly jumping for joy with its runner-up 
finish at the NAIA National meet won by Winona 
(Minnesota) State in Hays, Kansas on March 6-7th. 

Why you ask? Centenary coach Bob Moss pulls no 
punches with the answer. 

‘‘When you earn a #1 ranking at the start of a season 
and hang on to it for seven meets, it’s certainly 
disheartening to watch it slip away. We probably had our 
worst team performance of the year, which by most 
people’s standards would have been good, but for us it 
was sub-par.’ 

Winona State out-pointed the Ladies, 139.25 to 138.75, 
to earn the title and ‘‘on that night,’’ added Moss, 
‘‘Winona hit perfectly as a team at the right place and 
time.

The new NCAA regulations governing the recruiting 
of prospective student-athletes go into effect this year. 
Effective August 1, 1987, all contact in person with a 
prospective student-athlete or the prospect’s relatives or 
legal guardian for purposes of recruitment shall be made 
by institutional staff members. Such contact, as well as 
correspondence and telephone calls, by representatives 
of an institution’s athletics interests is prohibited. 
Contact referred to includes all off-campus and 
on-campus contact. This legislation is not intended to 
relate to unavoidable incidental contact, as long as such 
contact is not prearranged and is not made for the 
purpose of recruitment and involves only normal civility. 
The definition of ‘‘a representative of the institution’s 
athletics interests’’ is very broad and includes any 
individual involved in promoting the institution’s athletic 
program. 

If you would like to recommend a_ prospective 
student-athlete for our varsity athletic program, send 
his/her name and address to me, and | will make sure 
our coaches receive the information.

THEIR WINNING WAYS 


If winning, in part, is truly caused by the domino 
effect, coach Glenn Evans and his soccer Gents have 
reason to smile going into the 1987 season. By the same 
token, Centenary could be hard pressed to equal or 
better the 14-5-1 ledger of a year ago. 

Those numbers (14-5-1) calculate to the best winning 
percentage (.737) in Centenary Division | soccer history. 
The Gents blazed a few more trails in ‘86, putting 
together a school record seven-game win streak that was 
finally silenced by #2 ranked SMU. No, not #2 in your 
program, but #2 in the country. Final score: Mustangs 1, 
Gents 0. 

Individually, Centenary placed three squad members 
on the AII-TAAC Western Division team: Greg 
Woodbridge, Tommy Poole and Brian Bergstrom. In fact 
Woodbridge (#18) and Poole (#25) were high on the list 
for NCAA scoring leaders last fall on their way to 
honorable mention NSCAA All-America distinction. 
Woodbridge set the single-season scoring record with 18 
goals as a freshman, while Poole’s second half surge 
resulted in a season of 14 goals and seven assists. 

Defensively, goalkeeper Damin Hall broke his own 
record for fewest goals allowed by surrendering just 23 
enemy scores. Also, accolades were awarded defender 
Chris Golden, whose 3.52 business grade-point-average 
earned him a spot on the TAAC-Academic team. 

There is but one path Centenary hasn’t been able to 
blaze in the jast three winning seasons: the TAAC 
Finals. The Gents have had to settle for 3rd place in the 
conference two years kicking. 

‘‘Our goal is 15 wins and our first trip to the TAAC 
Finals,’’ said Evans. ‘‘We have more depth than ever 
before. In fact, it’s going to be tough making a decision 
on a Starting 11.’’ 

‘‘The forward position is especially well stocked with 
quality people who are dangerous scorers. The month of 
September (six tough opponents - two TAAC foes) will 
give us a good indication of how far we can go.”’ 

The path might not be cleared yet, but the soccer 
Gents have a good idea which direction to head. 


East Ridge Country Club

LADIES ARE NAIA GYMNASTICS NATIONAL CHAMPS 


Having a goal is one thing. Attaining it is another. , 


Centenary’s women’s gymnastics team was crowned 
NAIA National Champion Friday, March 4, 1988, at the 
MSU Dome in Minot, North Dakota after scoring 141.20 - 
an all-time NAIA national tournament record. 

“It feels EXTRA special to win the national 
championship,’’ said Centenary coach Bob Moss, 
‘‘especially since we place second last time (1987). 
Winning the first one for us takes a lot of pressure off the 
kids and myself, and now our job in the coming years will 
be to try to build on that.’’ | 

Centenary can now boast two NAIA gymnastics titles, 
the other coming in 1984 and five AIAW championships 
(four in a row from 1978-81 and back in 1969). Vannie 
Edwards guided the Ladies to the first six titles, and it 
took Moss just three short years to get back to the top 
step of the winner’s platform. 


‘‘We didn’t really have any surprises at the national 
meet,’’ said Moss, ‘‘and although we won by almost four 
points (3.8), it wasn’t until after the balance beam (third 
event for Ladies) that | felt we were on our way...’’ 


Centenary’s performance outdistanced runner-up Fort 
Hays State’s 137.40 as the Ladies were the class of the 
ten team field. Centenary finished 16-3 overall for the 
season with all three setbacks coming to NCAA powers 
LSU and Houston Baptist (twice). 

Individually in the all-around Centenary had five 
gymnasts in the top 11 spots: runner-up was freshman 
Nicole LaStrapes (35.40 AA at the national meet), who is

the national team champion (9.05 in finals); #3 was 
LeAnn English (35.30 AA); #4 was Dana Osborn (35.15 
AA); #9 Stacey Pylkas (34.55 AA); and Julie Goodwin at 
#11 (34.15 AA). Jill McCall finished 21st in the 
all-around with a 32.50 score. 


Wisconsin-Oshkosh’s Mary Leivian took the all-around 
gold medal for the second year in a row with a sparkling 
36.60 (winning both the bars and floor exercise). 


‘‘Nicole had the best meet of her year and it came at 
the best of times,’’ said a smiling Moss. ‘‘We’re proud 
to say Nicole, as a freshman, is the national beam 
champion.’’ 


LaStrapes was also designated All-America on the 
bars (fourth place) and the vault (fifth). Another 
freshman, Dana Osborn was also a double All-America 
taking third on the floor and fourth on the beam. 
English, second on the beam, and McCall, fourth on the 
vault, were All-America’s for the second straight year. 


‘‘LeAnn (English) emerged as our team leader this 
year,’” said Moss. ‘‘Whenever we needed a top 
performance she ALWAYS hit. In my 18 years of 
coaching, I’ve never had a kid hit as many clutch 
routines as LeAnn has the last two years.’’ 


She’s only a sophomore. Centenary’s team is youth 
oriented with only one senior-to-be, J ulie Goodwin. 


With the NAIA dropping its championship competition 
for women’s gymnastics, Centenary will move up to 
NCAA Division | status beginning next season (1989).

BASKETBALL WRAP-UP 


Centenary’s basketball team posted a 13-15 overall 
record for the 1987-88 season - the most regular season 
wins since 1982-83 for the Gents. In the Trans America 
Athletic Conference, Centenary went 8-10 which was 
good enough for a three-way tie for fifth place in the 
10-team league. 


At home the Gents were especially tough, going 9-4, 
including a thrilling 75-74 last-second win over Texas- 
San Antonio, the TAAC’s NCAA representative. Losses 
that were hard to swallow included nail-biters vs. 
Arkansas-Little Rock (91-90) and Georgia Southern 
(72-68). Georgia Southern and UALR tied for first place 
in the regular season of the TAAC at 15-3 and both 
received NIT berths, but it was UTSA that swept through 
the conference tournament for the crown and NCAA bid. 
(Roadrunners lost to powerful Illinois, 81-72, in the first 
round of Southeast Regional.) 


The 1987-88 Gents became the 12th team in Centenary 
history to average over 80.0 points per game (80.5 ppg to 
be exact). Centenary played three NCAA Tourney 
qualifiers: runner-up Oklahoma, Southern University 
and Texas-San Antonio. Gent starters Byron Steward 
(13.7 ppg), Fred McNealey (12.1), Patrick Greer (11.6), 
Marro Hawkins (11.5) and Cedric Ellis (11.4), became 
the first group of five players since 1962-63 to average in 
double figures in the same season at Centenary. Ellis 
was the lone senior starter. 


Centenary’s basketball program unveiled its Century 
Cellunet Classic this past season - finishing second to 
Northwestern State. In early December the Gents took 
third at the LSU Invitational by beating Nicholls State, 
67-63. 

The fifth largest crowd in Gold Dome history (3,673) 
watched Arkansas-Little Rock nip Centenary, 91-90, as 
James Scott's fall-away 15-footer from the left corner fell 
in with only eight seconds left. 

For next season the Gents already have two early 
signees: 6-5 guard/forward Larry Robinson out of Airline 
High and Eastern Oklahoma State Junior College, and 
Robert Shelton, a 6-3 point guard from West Monroe 
High. Both are considered top notch players, and 


Robinson was rated the 18th best juco player in the 
country by Sporting News. Also, 6-8 forward John 
Buckwalter transferred in from Tulsa. 

Centenary opens next season on November 25th at the 
Gold Dome as Texas A&M, Drake and Northwestern 
participate in the Century Cellunet Classic.

CENTENARY GOLF 


Centenary’s golf team has competed in three 
tournaments so far this spring, finishing as high as 7th 
(out of 23 teams) in the Pepsi Intercollegiate in Jackson, 
Mississippi to open the year. 

As a team the Gents are averaging 77.3 strokes per 
man per round, which is slightly better than the overall 
season average (77.6) of last year’s squad. Coach Peter 
Winkler assesses his team’s performance so far as 
‘‘middle of the road.’’ 

‘‘The way college golf is today,’” added Winkler, ‘‘if 
you shoot 77 per man, basically you'll finish in the 
bottom third of the field. The difference between 77 and 
74 is so small, and 74 (average per man) puts you in 
contention to win the tournament. ’’ 

Junior Charlés Rougeau leads the team with a 76.9 
stroke average after leading the Gents with a 36-hole total 
of 155 at the First Republic Bank Invitational hosted and 
won by Baylor back on March 21-22nd. Brad Olsen, also 
ajunior, is next at 77.0 and his two-day score of 150 was 
Centenary’s best effort at the Pepsi Intercollegiate. 


Newcomer Greg Woodbridge is at 78.6 per round. Most 
Gent fans might remember him as a leading soccer scor- 
er. And freshman Mike Sipula cards in at 78.9 so far 
this season. Sipula put together the best round of the 
year with a 68 on the second day of the New Orleans 
Intercollegiate, which helped him finish in the top 20 
individually in that event. Sophomore Hal Patton 
averages 79.0 every 18 holes. 

Centenary is preparing for the upcoming Trans 
America Athletic Conference Tournament to be held 
April 17-19th in Huntsville, Texas at the Waterwood 
National Resort (hosted by Houston Baptist). The Gents 
close out the season at the Omni Hotel Invitational (Vir- 
ginia), May 13-15th.

BASEBALL GENTS READY FOR TAAC STRETCH RUN 


Centenary is heading for the home stretch of the 1988 
baseball season and currently owns a 20-12 overall 
record. The Gents are 2-2 in Trans America Athletic 
Conference play before a four-game road series at 
Hardin-Simmons (April 8-9th). 

Centenary entertains both WHardin-Simmons and 
Arkansas-Little Rock the last two weekends of the 
regular season at Centenary Park. The winner of the 
TAAC Western Division, of which Centenary is a 
member, will host the conference tournament on April 
28-30th in a double elimination affair. The top two teams 
from each division will square off, and the champion 
advances to the NCAA Tournament. 


The Gents participated in the Dixie College Classic at 
Fair Grounds Field in mid-March, going 1-1. Senior 
righthander Brian Tarbet silenced Baylor 4-1, as the 
Gents pounded five straight hits to open the game with 
three quick runs. Tarbet struck out eight, while walking 
just two and allowing seven hits to the Bears. Now 7-1 on 
the year, Tarbet needs two more pitching wins to set a 
new single-season Centenary record. Eight victories, 
posted by Ken Marks (1980) and Joey Baranik (1981), is 
the current mark. 

On the second day of the Dixie College Classic, 11th 
ranked Arkansas beat Centenary 12-2. The Gents also 
played an exhibition game against the Shreveport 
Captains (San Francisco Giants AA Affiliate) at FGF on 
April 6th. The 1988 Centenary schedule was well-stocked 
with additional nationally ranked opponents such as LSU 
and Oklahoma. (Two-game Sooner series was rained 
out.) 

Centenary’s pitching staff has posted a respectable 
3.53 team ERA so far this season and joining Tarbet as

Centenary’s men’s tennis team is currently 7-4 on the 
spring season, with two of those wins and only one 
setback coming in TAAC play. The Gents have beaten 
Hardin-Simmons 5-2 and Texas-San Antonio 6-3, while 
being nipped 5-4 by Houston Baptist.

Top performers for Coach Jimmy Harrison’s men 
include: Dirk Rainwater (10-1), David Hesser (6-0), 
Evans Dietz (6-5), and David Cockrill (6-5). In doubles,

Rainwater (5-2) have been tough. Dietz/Kuykendall 
were runners-up in doubles play at the Southern 
Arkansas Tournament in mid-March. 

On the Ladies’ side of the net Jasmina Tonejc leads 
the way with a 9-1 singles record. Kate Farmer (10-6), 
Beth Bain (11-6), Teresa Kuykendall (10-6) and Ainsley 
Lang (8-9) have all helped Centenary to a 9-8 season 
mark (5-5 in the spring). The combination of Bain/Jill 
Butler is 8-2 in doubles and the duos of Pam 
LeBato/Kuykendall and Tonejc/Farmer have also been 
effective for Coach Pattie Rosskopf’s team. 

The Ladies are gearing up for the NAIA National 
tournament to be held in Overland Park, Kansas from 


work-horses are Jerry Littlejohn (4-2, 2.09 ERA), Sean 
Koeppen (1-1, 2.51 ERA) and Kevin Clark (2-4, 4.20 
ERA). 

Gent bats have also sizzled most of the year with a 
current team batting average of .300, as Billy Murphy 
leads the way with a .367 batting average to go with 6 
homers and 27 RBI.

Centenary has a good chance for a winning baseball 
season, and Coach Andy Watson just wants to keep 
things rolling. 

‘‘We’ve had the momentum in our favor so far,’’ said 
Watson, ‘‘and we’ve gotten a good mix of pitching, 
hitting and defense. All year long we’ve come up with 
key wins, and that’s what it will take to win the Western 
Division over the next couple of weeks.’’

BASKETBALL ASSISTANT 


Willie Jackson, one of the best Centenary basketball players 
of all time, joined the Gent coaching staff on August 1, 1988. 
Jackson, who spent the prior two seasons as head coach at 
Caldwell Parish High School (just south of Monroe, Louisiana), 
replaces Larry Bagley, a Gent assistant of three years, who took 
a similar position at Lamar University. 

Jackson, drafted after his senior season (1983-84) at 
Centenary in the fourth round by the NBA’s Houston Rockets, is 
the Gent all-time scoring leader with 2,535 points (22.2 average 
over four years). In his last three years at Centenary, Jackson 
never finished lower than 11th in the nation in scoring. 

He is the school’s second all-time rebounder with 1,013 (8.9 
rpg per game over four years), and the Sibley High product 
scored 30 or more points in 21 different games as a Gent. 
Jackson also led Sibley to 100 consecutive basketball wins before 
enrolling at Centenary in 1980. 

*‘Willie was our life-blood for four years (Gents compiled 
61-53 record),’’ said Tommy Canterbury, Centenary head coach. 
‘If he’s half as good a coach as he was a player, we’ll be in 
business. His main emphasis will be recruiting, and I think he’s 
got a head start in that area since he’s such a personable young 
man.”’ 

Jackson is married to the former Zebber Satcher, a Centenary 
graduate who also played basketball for the Ladies. He is the 
first black coach to be hired at Centenary. 

‘*Willie is a welcomed addition to our staff,’’ said Centenary 
Athletic Director Walt Stevens. ‘‘He’s a Centenary grad with 
local and area ties. He’s our No. 1 choice.’’ _ 

The Gents begin basketball practice on October 15th in 
preparation for a season-opening contest at the Gold Dome 
against Texas A&M in the first round of the Century Cellunet 
Classic (November 25th).

‘Right now we couldn’t be playing 
much better,’’ said Centenary coach 
Jimmy Harrison. ‘‘This team reminds 
me. a lot of our 1983 team that was 
runner-up at NAIA Nationals, but we’ve 
still got some tough obstacles before we 
can even start thinking about that 
tournament.’’ 

The Ladies are ranked 6th in the latest 
NAIA poll as a team, while #1 singles 
player Jasmina Tonejc (14-3 W-L) is 
listed 8th individually and #2 Beth Bain 
(13-4) is 18th. Teresa Kuykendall, Jamie 
Blevins, Jennifer Hunt, Stacy Berger 
and Jill Butler have also keyed the 
attack. 

The Gent tennis team is setting their 
sights on the TAAC Western Division 
playoffs at Houston Baptist. Centenary 
is 2-5 on the spring with the line-up 
consisting of Dirk Rainwater, Chuck 
Bell, Kevin Huchingson, David Hesser, 
Clint Gwin, Scot Fankhouser, Leeth 
Harper, and Michael Seymour. 

‘‘We are young on the men’s side, but 
progressing with each match,’’ added 
Harrison. ‘‘I like the way our doubles 


teams are shaping up with Gwin/Harper 
at #2 and Hesser/Fankhouser at #3.”’

‘‘We have competed in the upper 
division in each of our last three 
tournaments,’ said Centenary golf 
coach Peter Winkler. ‘‘It is good to be on 
a semi-roll heading into the TAAC 
Tournament.’’ 

The Gents visit Atlanta for the 
conference tourney to be hosted by 
Georgia State, April 16-18th. Last year 
Centenary wound up 4th in TAAC. 

Senior Charles Rogeau leads the team 
with a 75.3 stroke average after nine 
rounds this spring. He is followed by 
senior Brad Olsen at 77.8, junior Hal 
Patton at 78.0, sophomore Mike Sipula 
78.3 and freshman Tim Wilhite 80.7. 

Rougeau has been the top Gent golfer 
in all four tournaments so far - Sipula 
tied him for 10th at the Pepsi Invitational 
(Jackson, MS). Rougeau’s top finish was 
third at the Southeastern Invitational. 

Team-wise, Centenary carded-in 3rd 
at the Pepsi Invitational out of 12 
competing teams and 4th (out of 18) at 
the UNO-Bailey Lincoln Mercury Inter- 
collegiate. 

Low round of the spring season so far 
is a 70 posted in the second round at the 
Southeastern Invitational by Mike 
Sipula.

With a 6-4 record to open the 1989-90 season, the Centenary 
basketball team is off to its best start since 1980-81. Heading 
into a January 4th game at Texas-San Antonio, both the Gents 
and Roadrunners are tied for first place atop the TAAC 

standings at 2-0. 

Centenary’s conference wins came at home in the Gold 
Dome over Georgia State (98-87), and Mercer (87-56), while 
UTSA was impressive on the road with victories over Stetson 
and Georgia Southern. Last year, Centenary won at UTSA, 
89-88, with a second-half rally. 

‘It’s nice to be where we are,’’ said Centenary head coach 
Tommy Vardeman, ‘‘and we know to stay there, we will have 
to keep playing good basketball. I’ve been pleased with the 
effort our guys have given us as we head into the second third 
of the regular season.’ 

Centenary tipped off the year with an 89-87 win in the 
closing seconds against Baylor in the Century Cellunet Classic. 
Two setbacks followed to Mississippi State, but the Gents won 
five of their next six, including a road win at Texas A&M, 89-82 
(the Aggies have won 76% of their home games since G.: Rollie 
White Coliseum opened in 1954) and a 17-point blowout of 
Washington State (94-77) at the Palouse Classic in Moscow, 
Idaho, just seven miles from the Cougar campus. 


On December 18th, Centenary visited New Mexico and the 
Gents, playing in front of the largest crowd ever to see a 
Centenary team play (16,002), were defeated 86-69. The Gents 
trailed by nine at the half, and closed to within 45-38. with 17 
minutes to play. 

Larry Robinson leads the Centenary team and TAAC in 
scoring at 21.1 ppg., currently...followed by Patrick Greer 
(11.5 ppg., 3.3 assts.) and Marro Hawkins (11.1 ppg. and 7.9 
tpg.). Byron Steward is the top Gent rebounder at 8.0 per 
game, and he along with Hawkins and Robinson (7.4 rpg.) give 
Centenary three of the league’s Top 10 rebounders. Robinson 
is also averaging 3.3 steals per contest, while shooting .506 (83 
of 164 FGA) from the field. Hawkins leads in the department at 
571 (44 of 77 FGA). 

Centenary has ‘utilized all 11 of its players as John 
Buckwalter, Tyrone Coleman, Frank Lane, Blaine Russell, 
Matt Lowery, Shannon Washington and Paul Pyle have all 
been of service in key wins. 

Centenary returns home to the Gold Dome vs. Samford for a 
7:05 tip-off (Thursday, January 11th on Lions Club Night), 
followed by Arkansas-Little Rock at the Dome (Satirday, 
January 13th...also at 7:05 p.m.). Last year, Centenary beat 
UALR in overtime, 114-113.

HUBBARD AND KERWIN 
TO BE INDUCTED INTO 
CENTENARY 
SPORTS HALL OF FAME 


;Centenary’s Sports Hall of Fare now has a total of eight 
members, as Robert ‘‘Cal’? Hubbard (football and baseball) 
and Tom Kerwin (basketball) will be inducted on Saturday, 
February 17th, 1990 (at halftime of the Centenary-Stetson 
homecoming basketball game at the Gold Dome, 1:30 p.m.). 

Hubbard starred at Centenary as an end from 1922-24 under 
Coach Bo McMillan as the Gents posted a 26-3 record over that 
span. Hubbard, who stood 6-2 and weighed 253 pounds in 
college and was considered ‘‘a mountain of a man’’ by 
opponents as well as his coach, was an All-American at 
Centenary before playing both pro football (New York Giants, 
1927-28 and the Green Bay Packers, 1929-35) and pro baseball 
(New York Giants and Pittsburgh Pirates, 1936.) 

Hubbard anchored the line for the Packers from 1929-31 as 
the most feared lineman of his day, and he was chosen All-NFL 
six times. He was chosen to numerous all-star teams, including 
the all-time Centenary end in a poll released in 1936. Hubbard 
is a member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame and the Major 
League Baseball Hall of Fame (chosen as an umpire...worked 
in the Americn League from 1936-52.) He is also a member of 
the Green Bay Packers Hall of Fame (chosen in 1970). 

His college coach, McMillan, called him ‘‘the greatest 
football player of all times, college or professional.’’ Hubbard 
played in the NFL at 6-5, 260 pounds. 

Kerwin, played basketball at Centenary from 1963-66, and is 
remembered for his soft picturesque hook shot. He was named 
to the Helms Athletic Foundation All-America team in 1966 as 
a 6-7 center who averaged 27.9 points per game, still the Gent 
single-season record. Kerwin also holds the #2 and #4 
single-season scoring average marks at 25.2 ppg. and 24.2 
ppg. as a sophomore and junior, respectively. He ranks third 
all-time at Centenary in total points scored with 1,910 (25.8 
career average...highest career average), despite the fact 
during his day freshmen weren’t allowed to play on the varsity 
(he started three years on the varsity). 

Kerwin scored 30 or more points 24 times during his Gent 
career (5 games of 40 points of more), including a career high 
47-point outburst vs. Louisiana Tech. Coached by Orvis Sigler, 
Kerwin was named honorable mention All-America by the 
Associated Press as a junior, 1964-65. 

Kerwin was drafted by San Francisco in 1966 and played 
with the Pittsburgh Pipers of the ABA from 1967-68. He is 
currently an elementary school English teacher in Pittsburgh. 

Hubbard and Kerwin, join previous Centenary Sports Hall of 
Fame inductees: Jake Hanna and Connie Mack Rea (1987); 
Paul ‘‘Hoss’’ Geisler and Robert Parrish (1988); and Conway 
Baker and Cecil Upshaw (1989).

LADY TENNIS #4 IN NAIA 


Centenary went into the NAIA National Tennis Tourna- 
ment at Overland Park, Kansas (May 21-26th) ranked fifth as 
a team, and the Ladies lived up to the billing by compiling 22 
points and finishing tied for fourth place with Grand Canyon 
(Arizona). It is the highest team finish for Centenary since 
1983, when the Ladies were runner-up and had the singles 
national champion in Lauren Cotter Ingram. 

Over the last eight years, the names may have changed, 
but the results sure haven’t, as Centenary’s team coached by 
Jimmy Harrison and assisted by Pattie Harrison Adams _ has 
finished in the Top 10 at nationals six times. 

Junior Jasmina Tonejc, the #1 seed at nationals advanced 
to the semifinals with five straight wins before bowing out. 
Tonejc was later named the Outstanding Player in the NAIA 
for 1990 with a 25-5 singles record on the season. The award 
named after and presented each year by Marvin P. Richmond 
of Mission, Kansas, is given annually by the Women’s 
Tournament Committee to the player who achieves the 
highest, based on performance, consistency, and sportsman- 
ship. 


‘‘The award Jasmina earned is one that speaks well for her 
as a tennis player and person,’’ said Jimmy Harrison. 
‘Individual awards are icing on the cake when your team 
performs at a top level at the national tournament like we did 
again this year. The competition keeps getting tougher so our 
high finish can be credited to overall balance and unity.’’ 

Over the last two years Tonejc is 51-9 in singles play, as 
she set a single season win mark by going 26-4 as a 
sophomore in 1989. Junior Beth Bain is 39-13 during the 
same two-year period (18-8 this year). Dena Rieger (12-3), 
Tanya Manibo (15-7), Paige Satcher (7-5), Jaime Blevins 
(8-5), and Jennifer Hunt, who helped win two matches in 
doubles, all aided in the strong showing. Satcher is the lone 
senior of the group. 

On the year in doubles action, Tonejc/Bain were 17-4, 
Rieger/Manibo were 7-3 and Blevins/Hunt were 6-4. 

Flagler College (FL) won the team title for the fourth year 
in a row with 30 points, followed by: Boca Raton (FL) 26 
points, North Florida 24 points, Centenary and Grand Canyon 
(AZ) 22 points and Auburn-Montgomery (AL) 21 points.

We had a great athletic year in 89-90 earning basketball 
and soccer championships, and women’s tennis gaining a 
fourth place national ranking in the NAIA. Our baseball team 
also won a school record 40 games, becoming only the fourth 
team in TAAC history (12 years) to win that many. 

All our teams continued to be competitive as indicated by a 
third consecutive runner-up position for the TAAC All-Sports 
trophy. Most athletic departments, both large and small, are 
struggling to stay even with the rising costs of intercollegiate 
athletics. Contributions by Gents Club members are essential 
to our program, and I cannot thank you enough for your 
support. We have managed to do something no other school 
our size has been able to do - have a Division I program. 

The University of Texas at San Antonio will leave our 
conference after the 1990-91 year and will be replaced by 
Florida International University. This will allow our 
conference to maintain an eight school conference. There are 
other schools interested in becoming members, and one 
school has actually applied for membership. As of now our 
conference is solid, and we have been able to maintain our 
automatic bids into the basketball and baseball NCAA 
championships. We are working to have our soccer 
conference champion receive an automatic bid into the soccer 
championships, but this is a very political issue and we are 
probably a few years away. 

My special thanks to Steve Burkhalter who has agreed 
to Stay one more year as our Gents Club President. Also, my 
thanks to Eneile Mears who will serve as Vice-President. 
Eneile has always been a supporter of Centenary Athletics 
and her help and advice will benefit all of us. I ask each of you 
to get just one new member for 1990-91. If you do, we will be 
off to a great start.

ROBINSON NOT DRAFTED, BUT.. 
HAS PLENTY OF NBA OPTIONS 


The bad news is, Larry Robinson wasn’t drafted when the 
NBA held its annual two-round draft on June 27th in New 
York City. The good news is, Robinson has been formally 
invited to rookie camp by 10 of the 27 NBA teams. 

And if he didn’t know what life in the NBA would be like 
before, he is getting a taste of it now. Robinson left 
Shreveport on July 10th and will not return home until 
August 13th. How about this for a busy schedule?...Seattle 
(July 11-14th), to Washington (July 15-18th), on to Denver 
(July 19-23rd), leave with Denver for tournament in San 
Antonio (July 24-27th),, arrive at the LA Summer League in 
Los Angeles (July 28 thru August 12th) to play with either 
Seattle or Boston. 

‘‘I was disappointed when my name wasn’t called out the 
night of the NBA Draft,’’ said Robinson, ‘‘but with all the 
invitations I received the next day (seven) to attend various 
camps, it felt like I was drafted anyway.”’ 

Robinson had been projected to be picked somewhere in 
the mid-to-late second round, after fine pre-draft perfor- 
mances at Portsmouth, Virginia and Chicago. Playing the 
guessing numbers game, anywhere from the 38th pick on. 
Fifty-four (54) players were selected in the two rounds. 
Seattle, Denver, Cleveland and Utah showed the most 
pre-draft interest and had picks in the mid-to-late second 
round. Denver called on draft day and had the 42nd selection. 

It didn’t happen. Robinson was interviewing live with 
KTAL-TV 6° when Seattle decided to choose a center at #53. 
Just seconds later he was answering questions live on 
KSLA-TV 12 when San Antonio took Sean Higgins, a 6-8 


off-guard from Michigan. Robinson could hear the selections 
from his interview spot just outside the conference room at 
Teddy Bear Sandwich Den, where his family, coaches and 
friends had gathered. 

Robinson néver missed a beat on the live shots and 
promised to work hard enough to eventually make it in the 
NBA. His work began in Seattle on July 11th. | 

‘Larry’s not being drafted may have actually been a 
blessing in disguise,’’ said Mike Arias, Robinson’s attorney/ 
agent and President of Artists and Athletes International in 
Los Angeles. ‘‘We were hoping he would go anywhere from 
the mid-thirties to #45. Anyone selected in the last five or so 
picks in the draft doesn’t have as much bargaining power. 
Plus, it is terrible to be drafted by a team that doesn’t have a 
need for a player at your position. By not being drafted, but 
receiving invitations to the rookie camps, we were able to 
pick the four teams, Larry has the best chance of sticking 
with. It is a long process and there are not many certainties. 
Once Larry plays well at these camps, he’ll get his shot.’’ 

Robinson has also received inquiries about playing in 
Europe if the NBA doesn’t work out this year. 

‘‘It hasn’t been all bad,’’ said Robinson. ‘‘My route may be 
a little longer than some of the guys that got drafted. The end 
result is what counts. It was also exciting getting a phone call 
from Robert Parish (former Centenary star, 14-year NBA 
veteran and eight-time NBA All-Star). He called to let me 
know the Celtics are high on me. I’m looking forward to the 
challenge.’’ 


GENT BASEBALL TEAM WINS 40! 


1990 was a fine year for Centenary Baseball...the third 
Straight very successful campaign for the Gents. A team led 
by eight seniors won 40 games for the first time in school 
history and clinched its third consecutive TAAC Western 
Division title. Although Centenary went 0-2 while hosting the 
TAAC Tournament, April 26-28th, the league fared well in 
the NCAA’s as Georgia Southern (at-large) and Stetson 
(tournament champion) both participated. Georgia Southern 
won the Midwest Regional to earn a berth in the College 
World Series. The Eagles first trip to the CWS came in 1973, 
before the TAAC was formed. Georgia Southern is the first 
TAAC member to play in the CWS. 

Entering the TAAC Tournament, Centenary was ranked 
40th nationally in the Collegiate Baseball poll...another first 
for the program (April 23, 1990), under the direction of Andy 
Watson the last six years. 

‘“‘We’ve got something good going here at Centenary,”’ 
said Watson. ‘‘We lose a lot of seniors, but after you win 40 
games I feel that makes a statement about our program. Plus, 
we have some quality players coming back. The fact the 
NCAA selection committee chose a TAAC school (Georgia 
Southern) as an at-large pick says plenty for the league. 
Georgia Southern backed up their selection, too.’’ 

Bill Ostermeyer led the team in hitting at .401 and earned a 
spot on the All-Louisiana team (first team) in the outfield. 
Todd Wilson (.382, with a school record 64 RBI) and Byron 
Copeland (.324, with 13 HR) were named honorable mention 
All-Louisiana. Wilson played first base for the Gents, while 
Copeland patrolled left field. Ostermeyer is already playing 
professionally in the San Diego organization and is off toa 
fast Start. 

Jim Bazar, also a senior, who fired a no-hitter at home vs. 
Southern Arkansas, was named AIlI-TAAC Western Division 
along with Ostermeyer, Wilson, Copeland, and juniors 
Dominic Konieczki (LHP), Wes Pope (C), and Dennis Traynor 
(SS). 

Senior infielder Steven Booras earned All TAAC Tour- 
nament honors at shortstop, going 5 for 10 in the two games. 
Booras played 37 games at second base and the final 20 at 
shortstop after an injury to Traynor. Booras is also the only 


everyday player in Centenary history to play on three straight 
teams that won 30 or more games. 

Pitchers Beau Broussard and Sean Koeppen also 
graduated, as did _ centerfielder Shawn McKennon. 
McKennon hit .345 with a late season surge. 

Junior third baseman Donnie O’Neal batted .311. The 
Centenary team hit .319 for the season and averaged 7.22 
runs per game - both new school records. The Gents set 18 
new hitting records (28 possible categories).

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GENTS FINISH SEASON 17-12, 2nd IN TAAC 


Posting a 17-12 overall record and 10-4 in TAAC play the Gents finished second 
in the conference race. Several Gents garnished post-season accolades as Senior Patrick 
Greer was named the 1990-91 TAAC Player-of-the-Year. It was the second year 
in a row a Gent was named Player-of-the-Year, current NBAer Larry Robinson 
received the honor last season. Tommy Vardeman was named TAAC Coach-of- 
the-Year for the second year in a row as Vardeman directed a team that accomplished 
more than many thought was possible. Finally, John Buckwalter was named to the 
Second Team All-TAAC, finishing sixth in balloting for conference post-season honors. 
As Player-of-the-Year, Greer was also named to the First Team AIl-TAAC. 

At the Dome the Gents were 10-1, the only home loss coming to the hands of Loui- 
siana Tech in the finals of the 1990 Century Cellunet Classic, 89-94. At home the 
Gents were undefeated in conference play. The Gents parlayed a nine game win streak 
late in the season to contend for the TAAC title. The Gents had some trouble on the 
road early in the season with tough losses to the likes of Oklahoma State, Houston, 
TCU and LA. Tech. After 3 consecutive road losses in late January and sitting with 
a 7-10 record, the Gents regrouped and formulated the turnaround that would vault 
them from 5th in the TAAC to a finish in second place as they rode the nine game 
win streak. The Gents would lose in the semifinals of the TAAC tournament to rival 
UALR. 

Five seniors played their final season in the Maroon and White. Matt Lowery and 
Frank Lane both of whom split time at center late in the season, solidifying that posi- 
tion for the stretch run. Blaine Russell finished his four year career as a Gent and 
will always be remembered for his incredible 3-point shooting range. John Buckwalter 
ended his playing days averaging 17.7 ppg this season. John was also named to the 
Third Team GTE Academic All-American, a honor given to those student-athletes 
that have shown themselves to be outstanding in the classroom as well as the arena. 
Finally , Patrick Greer ended his illustrious days as a Gent. Leading the team in scoring 
this season (20.5 ppg), Greer finished his career near the top of several Centenary and TAAC career statistical lists. Greer started 
in 118 games, that’s every game in the 4 year period. Only Dean Veatch can claim more games played at 119. Patrick finished #1 
in TAAC Career 3-PT Field Goals Made and Attempted; #2 in Gent Career Assists with 491, behind Napoleon Byrdsong’s 613; 
#4 in Gent career scoring with 1662 career points, behind Tom Kerwin’s 1910, Robert Parrish’s 2334 and Willie Jackson’s 2535 
points. In all Patrick Greer will be remembered as one of the finest Gentlemen. 

Next season the Gents return a nucleus of underclassman that 
is lead by Sophomore Shannon Washington and Freshman Nate 
Taylor. Joining them are Freshman Jamar Comeaux, Allan 
Jaster, Andrew Knight, Derrick Jacobs and redshirt Stuart 
English. Add to that early signees of the recruiting wars: 6-4, 


Jamar Comeaux (Fr., Mossville, LA) 
drives the lane for two against the UALR 
Trojans. Comeaux is one of eight Gents 
returning to next year’s squad.

AHTLETIC HALL OF FAME INDUCTS 
TWO NEW MEMBERS 


During halftime ceremonies of the 1991 Homecoming game February 23rd, Hal Sutton and Thomas ‘*Dutch’’ Binion were inducted 
as the newest members of the Centenary College Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Shreveport native son, Hal Sutton was elected to the Hall in his first year of elegibility. During his tenure at Centenary, Sutton 
dominated collegiate and amateur golf from 1976 to 1980. Earning All-American honors in all four years at Centenary, Sutton won 
14 intercollegiate golf tournaments and was named the 1980 College Player-of-the-Year by Golf Magazine. Sutton finished second 
in the 1980 NCAA Championships and paced the Gents to a 19th place finish, their best ever. After winning the 1980 NCAA Tourna- 
ment, Sutton won the prestigious U.S. Amateur Championship the same year. After turning pro, Sutton captured the PGA and Tour- 
nament Player’s Championship of 1983 securing him Player-of-the-Year honors at the professional level. 

‘“‘Dutch’’ Binion joins former teammates Cal Hubbard and Conway Baker as a member of the Hall of Fame. Binion, a three sport 
standout in basketball, baseball and football at Centenary passed away in July of last year. As a guard on the Centenary football 
squads of 1925-27 Binion helped lead the Gents to a 10-0 season in 1927. Binion was captain of the ’27 team that laid claim to the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Association’s Championship and an unofficially recognized Southwest Conference football cham- 
pionship. After his playing days in Shreveport, Binion went on to coaching fame in the high school ranks in Louisiana and Mississippi. 
‘“‘Dutch’’ Binion was a recipient of the Distinguished American Award bestowed by the National Football Foundation and Hall of 
Fame. He is also a member of the Mississippi Association of Coaches and National Athletic Directors Association Halls of Fame.

BASEBALL TEAM TURNS IN 
FIFTH STRAIGHT 30 PLUS WIN SEASON 


Centenary fell in it's quest for it's first Trans America Athletic Conference Baseball title and the school's first-ever NCAA 
Division I tournament appearance in a team sport after being swept in a double header on the final day of the TAAC Tournament by 
Southeastern Louisiana on the Lions' homefield back on May 10. 

The Gents, who finished the season 31-27, became the tournament favorite after defeating 30th-ranked Stetson (8-7) and 
Southeastern Louisiana (16-8) in the first two rounds of the double-elimination tournament. Gent senior Ken Kaveny led the charge 
in the opening round win over Stetson, hitting two home runs, including a grand slam and the eventual game-winning solo shot versus 
a Hatter pitching staff that led the league in pitching. Steve Nutt came on in relief for Centenary to pitch 7.1 innings of three-hit baseball 
to improve his record to 8-6. 

In round two of the tournament, Centenary extended their 7-6 lead with a 9- run eighth inning to blow past the home standing 
Lions. Jason Parker tied Kaveny for the team lead and the school's single-season home run record when he hit his 19th round tripper 
of the season, a three-run blast that got the Gent bats going in the fourth inning. Sophomore Tom Schneider pitched a complete game 
victory in the win over SLU to send the Gents to the championship round of the tourney. 

Centenary would have to lose twice in the championship round of the tournament for the Gents not to win the league title and 
represent the TAAC in post-season play. But, the Gents would be facing a SLU team that was playing on their home field and who 
was one of only two teams to sweep a doubleheader from Centenary in 1992. The Lions earned a 9-6 win in game one after making 
some outstanding defensive plays to keep the Gents from adding to their total on the scoreboard. SLU then scored 10 runs in the first 
three innings of the deciding game and went on to shock the Gents 12-6 and win their first TAAC title in their first season of league 
play. 

Senior catcher David Wyss, Junior outfielder Jason Parker, and Sophomore designated hitter Brian Stier were all named to the 
All-TAAC Tournament team.

Director's Corner 


Let me begin by thanking all of you that have made the 
1991-92 athletic season at Centenary a success. We have once 
again shown that a college can field a successful athletic 
program without jeopardizing it's academic credibility. Asa 
booster, or as the NCAA calls you...."a representative of the 
athletics interest," your involvement and commitmentis greatly 
appreciated. As a member of the NCAA, one of our 
responsibilities to comply with NCAA regulations is to educate 
not only ourselves but our constituencies on pertinent NCAA 
legislation. As I am sure you are well aware boosters have 
gotten a lot of schools in to hot water in the past. In recent years 
the NCAA has passed severe restrictions limiting a boosters 
contact with a student-athlete. The rules boil down to a couple 
of sentences that are simple enough to understand. 

As a "representative of the athletics interest" you have 
either participated in or are a member of a group promoting the 
college's athletic program, in all likelihood you have donated 
money to the athletic program. The NCAA prohibits those 
"representatives" from making in-person on or off campus 
recruiting contacts, or written or telephone communications 
with a prospective student-athlete or the prospects relatives or 
guardians. By doing so the "representative" is seriously 
jeopardizing the eligibility of the student not to mention the 
ramifications for the college. 

The basic rule of thumb a supporter of a college athletic 
programis... "ifin doubt, DON'T.....call if you have a question." 
I certainly doubt we have any problems to be concerned with, 
but it's always best to let you know what the rules are. Again, 
thanks so much for all your help and support.

the baseball diamond. Under the guidance of Coach Andy Watson, 
the Gents earned their fifth straight winning season (a feat that has 
only been accomplished once before in school history) and reached 
the 30-win plateau for the fourth time in the last five years. The 
Gents set 8 of the possible 13 school single-season team hitting 
records, including the marks for: At bats (1791), Runs (428), Hits 
(575), Doubles (104), Home Runs (90), RBI (382), Batting average 
(.321), and Total Bases (957). In all, Centenary set or tied 25 of the 
possible 60 single-season school hitting, pitching, and miscella- 
neous records this season. 

Individually, eight school single-season hitting records were 
broken or tied, including: At bats (David Wyss, 227), Hits (Wyss, 
81), Home runs (Ken Kaveny and Jason Parker, 19), Doubles (Brian 
Stier, 19), Total Bases (Kaveny, 148), Slugging percentage (Kaveny, 
.796), and Hit by Pitch (Parker, 11). 

Nine Gent seniors ended their collegiate playing days this 
season in: Joe Calabria, Michael Fuller, Ken Kaveny, Norm Kunz, 
Lance Laverdiere, Mike Porter, Mike Robinson, Steve Spyres, and 
David Wyss. Kaveny finished the season ranked 46th in the nation 
with a .403 batting average and tied for 10th in the country with 0.38 
home runs per game as he ended his two-year Gent career as the 
school's all-time home run leader with 36. He also finished second 
in career in batting average (.383), third in RBI (110), and seventh in 
hits (138) and doubles (27).Wyss finished his two-year Gent Career 
third in home runs (28), fifth in batting average (.353), sixth in RBI 
(104), and eighth in hits (137). 


SPRING SPORTS WRAP-UP 


SOFTBALL 


Head Coach Laneigh Clark found out two 
principals of college athletics in her inau- 
gural year heading the Ladies softball 
program....depth and pitching are essential 
for W's in the left hand column. Clark 


helped guide the Ladies through a chal- 


lenging season closing the record books at 
16-28-2. 


The Ladies were handicapped with injuries 
all season long. Freshman outfielder Lori 
May broke her ankle late in the season with 
TAAC and NAIA playoffs yet to play, 
while pitcher Marnie Thornton (8-11, 3.2 
ERA) developed debilitating knee prob- 
lems forcing her out of the lineup just prior 
to the playoffs. As aresult Coach Clark had 
to dig deep into her bench, which never 
numbered more than 3 all season, to re- 
place the starters. 


There were some silver linings in the gray 
clouds however. A season opening 2-1 win 
Over regional power Stephen F. 
Austin...back-to-back wins over TAAC foes 
Southeastern Louisiana and Georgia 
State....a doubleheader sweep of McNeese 
State...a fourth place finish in the Patterson 
Invitational where the Ladies recorded wins 
over SW Missouri and Northwestern 
State...and the TAAC tournament upset of 
#3 seed Georgia Southern. 


Sophomore catcher Julie Winton led the 
Ladies in most statistical categories in- 
cluding a.333 BA (Sthin TAAC), 9 doubles 
(Sth in TAAC), 3 HR's (3rd in TAAC) and 
22 RBI'S (6th in TAAC). Winton and 
Sophomore pitcher Donna Krolczyk were 
named First Team ALL-TAAC. Krolczyk 
ended the season 8-17 carrying the brunt of 
the pitching load and ended 3rd in the 
TAAC in strikeouts per 7 innings with 
3.46. 


Clark will return everyone from this year's 
squad and has signed an excellent group of 
new recruits for 1993. 


GOLF 


The 1991-92 Golf season seemed more 
like a rollercoaster ride than a walk down 
a flat fairway. Starting off at the top last 
Fall the Gents placed 4th and 1st in the first 
two tournaments of the season. Then as the 
season progressed the dips and spins came 
placing no higher than 7th in the Centenary 


hosted Hal Sutton Invitational. Then fi- 
nally, during the TAAC Championships in 
April the trip to the top returned as the 
Gents placed fourth, just 3 strokes out of 
third, in the season ending fray. 


Consistency proved to be elusive for the 
Gents as a team all season long. Junior 
David Fulco did prove to be the most 
consistent player, placing 2nd in the Mizuno 
Peach State Invitational in September and 
led the Gents with a 76.52 strokes per 
round average. Fulco also had two Top 10 
finishes this season. 


Seniors Tim Wilhite and Ed Seabaugh also 
showed some flair of their own. Wilhite's 
77.76 average was 2nd best on the team and 
led the Gents in scoring in two tourna- 
ments. Seabaugh's 78.23 was 4th on the 
squad, but his 3 "team best" finishes tied 
him with Fulco for that honor. Junior Paul 
Manco saved his best performance of 1992 
for the TAAC event, placing fifth and 
earning All-Conference honors at the same 
time. 


The biggest golf development came after 
the completion of the season when 8 year 
veteran coach Peter Winkler called it quits 
to concentrate on his business ventures. 
Winkler will be replaced by Oree Marsalis. 
Marsalis is a long time golf instructor and 
instrumental in the development of Junior 
Golf in the Shreveport area. Marsalis is 
already busy recruiting new golfers to fill 
three vacancies left by departing Seniors 
Ed Seabaugh, Tim Wilhite and David 
Martinez. 


GYMNASTICS 


Attempting the most difficult gymnastics 
schedule in school history, a predomi- 
nately underclass squad found it tough 
going in 1992 capturing only one win 
against nine regular season defeats. The 
lone W came at the hands of the Lady 
Seawolves of Alaska-Anchorage in the 
second of only two home meets this year. 


Three losses to USGF runner-up Texas 
Women's University of Denton and char- 
acter building defeats to LSU, Kentucky, 
North Carolina and North Carolina State 
never allowed the Ladies to gain full mo- 
mentum during the course of the season. 


The bright spot in the '92 season was the 
development of Sophomore Katrina Evans. 


Evans, of Baton Rouge, set two school 
event records by scoring a 9.75 in the 
balance beam against LSU and a 9.7 in the 
floor excercise against TWU. The nimble 
Evans edged former great Beth Johnson's 
marks in both events. Katrina also came 
with .05 of tieing teammate Denise 
Vollmer's mark of 9.7 in the bars and 
Kathy Johnson's all-around record of 37.75 
for a meet. 


Despite a disappointing season the Ladies 
are hopeful for the future, returning 6 of 8 
performers next season. Seniors SuSu 
Pesnell and Denise Vollmer made their 
last tumbling runs in the Maroon and White. 


TENNIS 


Rebuilding....it's acliche in college athlet- 
ics, but it fits when discussing Centenary 
Tennis in 1992. Only 5 Seniors dotted the 
starting rotations for the Ladies and Gents 
squad. They in fact were concentrated in 
the lower half of the 6 person singles 
rotation. The future looks bright as most of 
the top lineup positions this year were held 
down by underclasspersons. 


Seniors Stacy Berger and Jaime Blevins 
rotated at the #6 spot for Ladies turning in 
the best position record on the squad at 12- 
6. Scot Fankhouser (4-11, #4), Leeth 
Harper (5-8, #5), and Kevin Huchingson 
(6-11, #3) all closed out their careers as 
Centenary Netters. 


Junior Tanya Manibo played a consistent 
#1 position for the Ladies turning in a 11- 
7 record with the NAIA playoffs yet to go. 
Manibo heads into the NAIA Champion- 
ships as the #17 ranked individual in the 
NAIA and coupled with teammate Sally 
Calogne form the #12 ranked doubles team. 


The Gents #1 doubles tandem of Ashwin 
Damodaran (FR, India) and Denis Poljak 
(SO, Yugoslavia) pulled off the biggest 
surprise of the men's season, finishing 
fourth in the TAAC Championships. The 
duo upset Florida International's #1 team 
6-3, 6-4 to advance to the championship 
round where they were defeated by the 
eventual #1 champions from Samford. 


Damodaran and Poljak return as the #1 and 
#2 players next season. They will be 
pushed by Poljak's younger brother Davor 
who sat out this Spring after entering Cen- 
tenary in January. :

ATHLETIC DEPARTMENT GETS HIGH MARKS FOR GRADUATION RATES 


Centenary College received high marks for it's 
graduation rate of student-athletes in a report recently 
released by the NCAA. Of the 13 NCAA Division I 
athletic programs in Louisiana only Tulane received 
better marks than did Centenary. The report which 
cover the entering Freshmen classes of 1983-84 and 
1984-85 show that 62% of Centenary student-ath- 
letes graduated from the college, well above the 44% LSU 
for the entire college. Tulane led the state with 64%, 
edging Centenary by just two percentage points. 

The report also showed that for the same two 
year period Centenary had a remarkable 100% of it's 
basketball players graduate, putting the college in the 
company with only 14 other schools in the nation that 
can boast such high marks. Joining Centenary were 
the likes of Duke, Stanford, Princeton, and Lehigh, 
all nationally known for their academic as well as 
athletic achievements. 

Besides ranking at the top in the state, Centenary's 
graduation rates were at the top of the Trans America 
Athletic Conference. Centenary was second only to 
Samford University with a 80% graduation rate.

Senior Michele Hyden (5-5, Dallas, TX) 
and Junior Donna Krolczyk (5-9, New Caney, TX) round out the list of 
returning starters from a year ago. 

The lone lost starter from last season is Shannon Ross, a four year 
starter for the Ladies and certainly the most consistent player over that 
period. Ross spent most of her time as a setter her first three season's but 
moved around the court last season filling in where she was most needed. 
Michele Hyden is expected to fill in for Ross at the setter position and 
should be pushed by newcomer Bridgette deMahy (5-5, Martinsville, LA) 
for the starters role.

(Little Rock, AR) will step into the intercollegiate cross country ranks for 
the first time. 

Sophomore Lori May (Shreveport) heads the trio of Lady runners in 
1992. May, like he Gent conterpart Warrick, crossed the tape as the first 
Centenary runner in every meet last season. Becky Depriest (So., Shreve- 
port) and Jamie Humphreys (Sr., Bossier City, LA) join May as the 
returning trinity. Freshmen Lisa Treadaway (Blanchard, LA) and Kelly 
Griffin (Shreveport) along with Junior newcomer Stephanie Towery (Shreve- 
port) should provide a much more athletic punch for the Lady harriers. 

"Improvement is what we're after," claims Coach Roccaforte. "All 
these kids have a great competitive spirit and are willing to make the 
sacrifice to improve each time they take to the track." 

It may be tough hill to climb but the Centenary Cross Country squads 
are ready and willing to make the first stride. 


1992 CENTENARY ... Soccer Previews 


GENTS TRY TO HEAD BACK TO THE TOP OF THE TAAC... 


For the first time in four seasons, Centenary Head Coach Glenn Evans did not have much to cheer about following the 1991 Trans America Athletic 
Conference Tournament. It was a disappointing year for the Gents as the three-time defending league champs suffered through a series of injuries that 
led to an 11-8 overall record and a fourth place finish in the TAAC Tournament. 

Centenary will play perhaps their toughest schedule ever in 1992, minus five key starters from last year's squad. Gone are All-TAAC selections Scott 
Wright (1.29 G.A.A., holder of all but one school goalkeeping record), Curtis Partain (led the league with 14 goals scored and 35 total points to finish 21st 
nationally), and Adam Clark (second in the league with 13 goals and 34 total points to finish 22nd nationally). Also missing will be defenseman Mike 
Davenport and midfielder Steven Zeiller, who played big roles in Centenary's winning of three straight TAAC Championships from 1988-90. 

Losing a talented group in the midst of embarking on one of the toughest schedules around would be cause for concern for many coaches, but Evans 
is very excited and optimistic about his team's chances in 1992. 

“There's no question that it will be tough to replace the five starters that we lost,” said Evans. "But I think we have a great group of guys coming back 
that will help us rekindle the winning Centenary tradition. There isn't really anyone out there that can dominate a game like in the years past, so we are 
going to have to play more as a team and stay healthy this season to be successful.” 

Evans will look to a trio of players to take up the scoring slack from the departures of Partain and Clark. Sophomore Jona Husbands, who is the top 
returning scorer from a year ago with 13 points (5 goals, 3 assists), will be the main target in the Centenary attack. Senior Keenan Paris, who was third 
on the team in scoring with 11 points (4 goals, 3 assists) last season before going down with an anterior cruciate ligament injury that he suffered with five 
games to go, could move up front or stay as an attacking midfielder. Junior Scott Auer, who scored his first Gent goal in the TAAC Semi-final game versus 
Mercer, came off the bench in all 19 games last year after transferring from Quincy College and could start at the other forward spot this season. 

In the midfield, Centenary returns a veteran group to action. Serge Hudson, who is the team's third best returning scorer after totaling 8 points (2 goals, 
4 assists) last season, will return to lead the charge in his senior year. Senior Jamin DePrang will look to regain the form he possessed as a freshman (17 
points) and a sophomore (19 points) after scoring just one goal and totaling 6 points last season. Paris will also see minutes in the midfield, as will junior 
Kevin Rice, who made the transition from defense at mid-season last year. Talented sophomores Barry Straub (season-long ankle injury limited him to 
just 9 games played) and Charles Mentesana (3 goals, 1 assist) will challenge for starting spots. 

The Gents could be the strongest in the back, as Brad Sanders (1 goal, 2 assists) returns for his senior year to anchor the defense. Centenary will also 
get a boost from the return of Jason Phillips, who started in all 34 games over his freshman and sophomore seasons before redshirting last season. 
Sophomores Josh Fairbanks and Elvir Cehajic also return to the lineup in 1992. Fairbanks started seven of the first 10 games last year before suffering 
a season-ending knee injury, while Cehajic played well as the team's starting stopper the last five games of the season. Mike Arne, who redshirted in 1991 
due to a back injury after playing in 17 games as a freshman, will compete for a starting position along with Paul Berry, Chris Garrett, and Josh Langford. 
Senior Derek Steele, who switched to the defense last season after spending his first two seasons as a forward, will probably see some time at both spots. 

Jeff Ramsey will take over for the departed Scott Wright in goal this season. Ramsey, a junior from Fort Worth, Texas, posted a 2.38 G.A.A. last 
season and shared four shutouts with Wright in only nine games played. Senior Matt Murphey, who posted a 1.53 G.A.A. in five games during the 1990 
season, should also compete for time in the net. 

Evans also signed several freshmen newcomers that will play important parts in Centenary's tough schedule and new conference format. Scott Garrick 
(Duncanville, TX), Matt Thornton (Little Rock, Ark.), and Jeff Yeager (Shreveport, LA) will see action against the likes of Division I foes SMU, North 
Texas, TCU, Memphis State, Western Kentucky, and NAIA powerhouses Midwestern State and Belhaven. The Gents will also go up against TAAC 
champion and NCAA Tournament participant Florida International, and conference opponents Stetson, Mercer, Georgia State, and The College of 
Charleston in regular season play for the first time ever. The winner of the round robin regular season schedule will be the 1992 TAAC champion, as the 
tournament format has been disbanded. 

“Tt should be an exciting season,” said Evans. “We must play well early, because we open up the season with three straight conference games...two 
of them on the road. We have the most home games ever scheduled this season (10) and that should help us in the long run because we always play well 
in front of our home fans.” . 

The Gents, who have posted a 46-6 record (.885) at home over the last five years, will hope to build on that against some top-notch competition this 
season. Centenary will host TAAC foes Mercer, The College of Charleston, and Georgia State this season and will also entertain the home crowd against 
non-conference opponents SMU, Midwestern State, Hardin-Simmons, UALR, Belhaven Western Kentucky, and LeTourneau. 


LADIES SOCCER BEGINS FIRST YEAR... . 


In November of 1991 Centenary College President Kenneth Schwab announced to the public Centenary's intention to start a women's soccer program 
in time for the 1992 season. Men's head soccer coach Glenn Evans was given the task of forming a women's team from scratch. Equipped with a handful 
of scholarships and a small recruiting budget, Evans immediately began to scour the region for soccer talent. 

Nine months, fifteen recruits and several thousand recruiting miles later, Louisiana's first-ever NCAA Division I women's soccer program came to 
life...starting from ground level. If ever you liked challenges, you'll love the 1992 edition (The First-Ever) of Centenary Ladies Soccer. 

"This is a wonderful challenge for everyone involved in the program", adds four-time TAAC Coach-of-the-Year Glenn Evans. "You have to give 
these young ladies a great deal of credit. They're coming in with their eyes wide open and anxious to make their mark on the college soccer scene. It'll 
definitely be an uphill battle, but we have to start somewhere." 

Of the fifteen Ladies that started two-a-days in August, not one has seen a minute of intercollegiate soccer action. Twelve in fact are true freshmen, 
two are returning sophomores at Centenary, and one has only one year of eligibility under NCAA regulations. Fifteen players for an eleven person 
sport...none with intercollegiate experience...no returning veterans for leadership...sounds like more than a challenge! 

"If you look at it that way, you'd never walk on the field," comments Evans. "We are going to stress building a sound and solid base for our 
program.....and don't think for one minute these ladies can't do the job. We have some top notch recruits that could have gone to bigger, more established 
programs. Instead they chose to come to Centenary for a chance at immediate and substantial playing time and try to build something they can be proud of." 

Evans, who hopes that past successes from the men's program will translate to the women's, has set up a challenging 17 game schedule with the likes 
of TCU, Southern Methodist, Texas A&M, Arkansas-Little Rock, Creighton and Arkansas. "The tough schedule provides two things for us," explains 
Evans. "First, it helps as a recruiting tool. All these girls want to play against the best competition we can provide for them...it was a question on all of 
their minds when we first recruited them. The second thing the schedule does is provide us with a test of how our program is developing. The level some 
of these teams are at now is where we want to be in the near future." 

With a thin bench and lack of depth, the Ladies hope to remain injury free for the course of the season. "Staying fit will be a key for us this season, 
we just don't have a lot of girls to fill in with, " adds Evans. "We will employ the same deliberate offensive attack that we have used for the men's squad. 
Build from the back...one and two touch ball control...use the width of the field. If we can mark well in the back and put the least bit of offensive pressure 
on, we will be successful." 

Success in 1992 for Centenary Ladies Soccer won't be measured in big leaps and bounds, but on the little achievements as each challenge is met...after 
all, it's a long way from ground level to the top of the hill.

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CENTENARY ANNOUNCES PLANS 
TO ADD WOMEN’S SOCCER IN 1992 


Dr. Kenneth Schwab, President of Centenary College, announced at the November Faculty meeting that the smallest 
NCAA Division I institution will begin phasing in a women’s soccer program next year in order to meet new NCAA 
Division I requirements. Currently, Centenary is one women’s sport short of meeting the new seven sport requirement. 

‘*Centenary College has a reputation for excellence,’’ cited Schwab. ‘‘The plans for Centenary to remain a Division 
I institution uphold the entire school’s dedication to excellence. The new NCAA requirements are based on equity in pro- 
gramming between men’s and women’s sports which our school whole-heartedly supports. We are pleased that the Athletic 
Department has stepped forward to help deflate some of the added costs by redistributing athletics grants-in-aid from the 
men’s program to the women’s.”’ | 

‘*Centenary, which currently has the only men’s soccer program in Louisiana, will now have the only women’s pro- 
gram in the state. The expected increase in interest in soccer coupled with the success of our men’s soccer program made 
the addition of a women’s program a natural fit,’’ explains Director of Athletics, Walter Stevens. ‘‘We expect local interest 
in soccer to really take off as the World Cup comes to the U.S. in a few years. We are also located near major soccer 
centers in the country with Houston, Dallas, and New Orleans in our backyard. In addition, a women’s program will 
also help our overall enrollment at Centenary,’’ adds Stevens. 

Men’s Head Soccer Coach Glenn Evans will also take over the reigns of the women’s program and will be supported 
by an assistant. ‘‘Schools have already contacted us about scheduling .. . SMU, UALR, Arkansas, and Texas Chris- 
tian,’’ explains Evans. ‘‘There is no doubt in my mind that soccer will be a great addition to the Centenary sports menu. 
It will take us awhile to get as competitive as our men’s team but we’ll set up a solid foundation early and move on from there.’’ 

Centenary College is the home of such notable athletes as Robert Parish of the Boston Celtics, PGA star Hal Sutton, 
and former Olympic gymnast Kathy Johnson. ‘‘Athletics are an important part of Centenary’s heritage,’’ continues Dr. 
Schwab. ‘‘Personally, I am proud of the role athletics play at the College.’’ 


-DIRECTOR’S CORNER 


In November, Dr. Schwab announced that Centenary would 
inaugurate women’s soccer as an intercollegiate sport in the 
1992-93 school year. This announcement will allow Centenary 
to comply with new NCAA regulations for Division I status which 
are effective in 1993-94. This move had the backing of the Faculty 
Intercollegiate Athletics Committee, the Alumni Executive Board, 
The Gents Club, and the student body. 

Of all the women’s sports we looked at to add, women’s soc- 
cer best fit our situation. We have a successful, well established 
men’s program with staff and facilities. For the scholarship dollars 
that are invested, soccer will continue to bring more students to 
the Centenary campus than any other sport. Coach Evans and his 
assistant will coach both teams. A minimum Division I schedule 
will be played by the Ladies next year, which will lead to a fully 
competitive program in 1993-94. With the new NCAA 
requirements and the move by the Trans America Athletic Con- 
ference to take women’s sports under it’s umbrella we will no 
longer be affiliated with the NAIA after this year. Our women 
will now compete for TAAC Championships as do our men’s 
teams. 

To committ to stay at the Division I level was a bold decision 
by Dr. Schwab. As you know there are some who believe that 
we are too small to compete at this level. Our conference records 
prove otherwise. Centenary prides itself in striving for academic 
excellence, our athletic program will continue in that theme. Finan- 
cial support of the Gents Club will be imperative if we are to 
succeed.

BASKETBALL TURNS ATTENTION TO TAAC PLAY 


After what many consider a difficult pre-conference schedule behind them the Centenary Gent Basketball team has turned 
it’s sight to Trans America Athletic Conference play. The Gents opened the season by hosting the Century Cellunet Classic 
for the fifth consecutive year. The Classic turned cold for the Gents for the fifth time as the Gents fell in the final game for 
the fifth year. This time Texas Christian proved to be the spoiler of the party dropping the Gents 74-72. The Gents made it 
to the finals via a 105-103 defeat of Grambling, which made it’s first-ever trip into the Gold Dome. 

After the Classic, Coach Tommy Vardeman went for a more relaxing tone hosting Wiley College and Ouachita Baptist in 
the friendly confines. Both opponents provided a youthful Gent squad a little bit of experinece and a boost in confidence as 
Centenary dumped both teams, Wiley, 106-68, Ouachita, 100-88. After playing four consecutive games at home the Gents 
ventured out of the Ark-La-Tex to Springfield, MO for the Southwest Missouri State hosted Pizza Hut Classic. Again the Gents 
split a tournament falling to San Diego 108-92 in the opening round by downing Morgan State 124-91 in the consolation. 

The Gents continued their road woes falling to Louisiana Tech 111-89 and Grambling 110-107 before the Christmas break. 
After the holidays the Gents made a difficult road swing to Iowa of the Big Ten Conference. The Hawkeyes proved to be way 
too much extending the Gent losing streak to three by winning 121-76 over a considerably smaller Gent group. Forty-eight 
hours later the Gents were back home hosting the Houston Cougars in the Dome. The Coogs outlasted the Gents 105-81, using 
a potent second-half scoring attack to put away the homestanding bunch. 

The Gents used a potent pre-conference schedule to prepare themselves for the rigors of TAAC play. Centenary is expected 
to finish somewhere in the top half of the league. ‘‘We have an awefully young bunch of kids in uniform this year,’’ cites 
Tommy Vardeman. ‘‘Patience will be the key as the season progresses. The best thing about this very talented bunch is that 
next year they will not only all be back, they will all be a year older.’’ 


GENTS SOCCER FALLS SHORT OF 
FOURTH STRAIGHT TAAC CROWN 


The Centenary Gent Soccer Team, which closed out the 1991 season with a 11-6 record, were unable to bring home an 
unprecedented fourth consecutive TAAC Soccer Championship this season. The Gents did make it to the Final Four of the 
TAAC Championships hosted by Florida International in Miami, November 9th and 10th. 

At the TAAC Championships Centenary dropped it’s first TAAC games in 17 tries dating back to the 1987 2-0 TAAC Cham- 
pionship loss to Georgia State. The Gents lost to Mercer 3-2 in the semifinals before dropping the consolation game to Georgia 
State 1-0 in the 1991 tourney. Florida International thumped Mercer 3-0 to claim it’s first TAAC Soccer title ending the Gents 
perennial claim on the title. 

Injuries plagued Coach Glenn Evans for most of the season, as he rarely had the opportunity to start his best eleven at any 
time during the season. The Gents did however manage to turn in their eighth consecutive winning season and worked themselves 
into the Top 10 of the Midwest Region for the sixth straight year. 

Three Gents were named All-TAAC including Senior strikers Curtis Partain and Adam Clark. Partain led the TAAC in scor- 
ing and goals scored, Clark led the TAAC in game-winning goals. Senior goalie and four-year starter for the Gents, Scott 
Wright was named to the TAAC Second team. Wright owns every Gent goalkeeping record except one. 

Despite the loss of 6 seniors, the Gents will return 18 lettermen including 7 starters next season as they begin the search 
for the TAAC Championship formula once again. 


HALL OF FAME 


The Centenary College Alumni Board recently elected Kathy Johnson and Buddy Parker for induction in the Centenary Athletic 
Hall of Fame. Parker, a star player on Centenary’s powerhouse football teams of the ’30’s, and Johnson, a former Olympic 
gymnast, will be inducted in ceremonies at the half of the 1992 Homecoming game, February 15th. 

Kathy Johnson becomes the first women elected to the Hall of Fame. The two-time All-American was the mainstay of the 
Centenary gymnastic squads that won back-to-back AIAW National titles in 1978 and 1979. Johnson twice earned spots on 
the U.S. Olympic squads in 1980 & 1984. The U.S. team did not compete at the boycotted 1980 games. In 1984, at Los Angeles, 
Johnson won an Olympic silver medal for the team competition and a bronze for her individual performance on the balance 
beam. Currently, Kathy is a color commentator for ABC-TV Sports and ESPN. 

Former NFL head coach and Centenary football all-time great, Raymond ‘‘Buddy’’ Parker will join Kathy Johnson as the 
two newest inductees in the Hall. During Parker’s three years (1932-34) as a Centenary standout, the Gents were 26-2-5, 14-0-3 
against the Southwest Conference and Southeast Conference teams. Parker went on to a playing career with the NFL’s Detroit 
Lions and Chicago Cardinals. 

Parker gained fame as a head coach in the NFL posting a 115-74-9 record over 14 years with the Chicago Cardinals, Detroit 
Lions, and the Pittsburgh Steelers. From 1951 to 1954 Parker guided the Lions to three division titles and two NFL championships. 

Johnson and Parker join Robert Parish, Hal Sutton, ‘‘Dutch’’ Binion, Connie Mack Rea, Paul Geisler, Tom Kerwin, Cal 
Hubbard, Cecil Upshaw, Conway Baker, and Jake Hanna. 


SPRING OUTLOOKS 
TENNIS 


The Centenary Ladies hope to rebuild after the departure of Seniors Jasmina Tonejc, Beth Bain, Dena Rieger and Jennifer Hunt, the nucleus of 
last season’s 9-5, Sth ranked NAIA squad. Tonejc had a 4 year career record of 92-18 while Bain closed out her 4 year stint at 71-30. Rieger and 
Hunt played the #4 and #5 spots respectively last season. 

But the prospect of losing 4 of the top 6 players from last season doesn’t concern the troops that return or the newcomers that find themselves 
at one of the most successful small college tennis programs in the country. Back is the #3 singles player from last season, Tanya Manibo, who finished 
the season 12-4 and will be expected to take up the #1 spot this Spring. Joining Manibo, an All-American selection, is fellow All-American Jaime 
Blevins who played sparingly in the singles bracket, but combined with Bain for a 7-3 doubles record and a powerful Top 10 finish at the NAIA 
Championships. 

Keelie Hawkins (7-2), Heather Farish (5-6) and Stacy Berger, who sat out 1991 with a back injury, all return to add much needed experience 
to the Ladies line-up. Newcomers Sally Calogne, Jennifer Dixon, Mandy Kinasewitz and Heidi Zimmerman will all try to keep the Ladies on top 
in the NAIA. 

The Gents who finished the 1991 season 7-10 and in 7th place in the TAAC Tournament return three Seniors and a Sophmore from last season’s 
squad. Seniors Kevin Huchingson (10-6) and Scot Fankhouser (9-3) had the best winning percentages of any Gents last season. Huchingson played 
#3 most of 1991 while Fankhouser moved between the #4 & #6 spots during the season. Senior Leeth Harper (4-8) and Sophomore Rob Zube (1-1) 
mixed in the bottom 3 spots where and when needed. 

The Gents get their biggest boost this season from the recruiting wars. Newcomers Denis Poljak, a transfer from Oral Roberts, and Ashwin Damodaran 
are expected to not only make the Top 6 but battle for the #1 & #2 singles spots. Damodaran is joined by Freshmen teammates Carl Bell, Geoff 


Benedict and Jim Pagano. 
Centenary will host the 1992 Men’s TAAC Tennis Championships April 23-26 in Shreveport. 


SOFTBALL 


As the 1992 Softball season approaches, first year Head Coach Laneigh Clark has one thing on her mind, to keep the Ladies on the fast track 
to success. Clark takes over from Tami Cyr who guided the Ladies program from it’s inception in 1987 to their first berth in the NAIA Champion- 
ships in 1991. 

Clark has her work cut out for her though, gone from last season’s 36-23 team is it’s batting leader and pitching ace Sandi Dion. Dion, the Loui- 
siana Co-Player of the Year and Louisiana’s NCAA Woman of the Year batted .378 and turned in an 18-13 mound record her Senior season. Four 
other starters are gone also, Tara Branigan (1B/OF), Laura Stuart (LF), Adrieene Hauck (SS), and Mel Page (C). 

Clark however, won’t worry about what’s gone, only what’s here. Back are four starters plus two letter winners from last season, including second 
basewoman Kristy Risner who hit a .296 clip in 1991, third on the team. Joining Risner is Donna Krolczyk, pitcher/DH (.287, 17-9); Jamie Hum- 
phreys, OF (.235); and Julie Winton C/3B (.228) as the returning starters. Michelle Hyden and Christy Hulsey also return from last seasons NAIA 
Top 10 team. 

Newcomers include a trio of Shreveport area talent, Lori May (OF), Becky DePriest (3rd/C), and Michelle MacDonald (3rd/util). Joining those 
Freshmen is classmate Danette Johnson (SS) and transfers Shirley McDonald (util) and Marnie Thornton who is expected to take up the as 
slack left from Dion’s graduation. 


GYMNASTICS 


Head Coaches Bob & Willa Moss are probably both excited and nervous as they approach their seventh season as the co-coaches of the Ladies 
Gymnastics squad. Excited because the Ladies return the two top performers of last year’s team, Katrina Evans and Denise Vollmer. Nervous because 
they face a difficult schedule traveling to LSU, N.C. State, and North Carolina. 

Evans, a Sophomore from Baton Rouge, led the Ladies in nearly every scoring category last season as a Freshman. ‘‘Kat’’ turned in season high 
scores in the vault, balance beam, floor exercise and all-around. Teammate Vollmer, now a Senior, had the best score for the Ladies in the uneven 
bars.

David Fulco has proven to be the most consistent golfer, capturing Top 10 finishes 3 times in the last year. Fulco’s best finish ever was this 
past Fall in the Mizuno Peach State Invitational where he finished 2nd. Fulco’s 76.45 avg. in the Fall was the best of any Gent. Tim Wilhite follows 
Fulco as the most consistent player. Wilhite motored through the Fall with a 77.82 avg. and has been in the Top 10 in finishes twice in the last 
year. Martinez (79.36), Manco (79.36), and Seabaugh (79.72) add depth to the Gent scoring attack but have yet to close out a tournament in the Top 10. 

Consistency will be the key as the Gents head into the Spring portion of the 1991-92 season. During the Fall the Gents had a habit of letting 
one round slip through their fingers, dwindling their chances of claiming a team medalist. The only exception came at the Louisiana Tech hosted 
Windance Invitational where they rallied from a 10 stroke deficit. 

The Gents will look for their first TAAC Championship in eleven years when they host the conference championship at East Ridge Country Club, 
April 13-15 in Shreveport.

BASEBALL LOOKS FOR FIRST-EVER NCAA BERTH 


After setting a school record with 90 home runs last season on the way to a 31- 
NCAA BASEBALL 27 overall record and a second place finish in the Trans America Athletic 
prema ae eaanerce seetenainnone Gents will sport anew game ae = a host 
of new faces in . Only three everyday starters return to Coach Andy Watson's 
CENTENARY GENTS lineup in: Tim Kroeker, Jason Parker, and Brian Stier. Add that to the fact that 
vs only six other lettermen return to a roster with 15 newcomers, and it's easy to 
understand why a score-card will be a necessity for Gent fans. 

LOUISIANA STATE TIGERS Gone are six everyday starters who took 58 2 the team's 90 round-trippers with 
them. Amongst the casualties were first baseman Ken Kaveny, an All-Louisiana 
first team selection who is Centenary's career home run leader, and catcher David 
Wyss who was a second team All-Louisiana selection after batting .357 on the way 
to setting a single-season school record with 81 hits. The team also lost the services 
of pitcher Steve Nutt, who earned a team-best eight victories last season before 
being drafted by the Philadelphia Phillies in the June draft as an underclassman, 

and reliever Mike Porter, who was drafted by the Baltimore Orioles. 

Under normal circumstances, a team would be in for a rebuilding year after 
suffering such a huge turnover in player personnel, but Watson believes that his group of newcomers has the potential to lead Centenary to its first ever 
TAAC baseball title and a trip to the NCAA tournament. 

“We've got a talented group of newcomers coming in to go with our returnees”, said Watson. “We're not going to be a power team, but I think that we 
have a group of great hitters who can get down the basepaths. Plus, I think we are much better defensively and on the mound this season, two areas that 
hurt us over the long haul last year.” 

PITCHING — Once a weakness for Centenary, the 1993 pitching staff should be the best the Gents have had in a long time. Juniors Tom Schneider 
(5-5, 6.42 ERA) and Tyler Ginn (5-1, 4.65 ERA) are the top two returnees on the hill. Schneider turned it on down the stretch last season, winning four 
of his last five decisions and posting an ERA of 3.06 in that span. The left-hander tied Nutt for the team-lead with six complete games last year and should 
be one of the top pitchers in the TAAC after gaining valuable experience in the prestigious Jayhawk League this past summer. Ginn came out of nowhere 
last season to emerge as one of the team's starters. The southpaw won his last five regular season starts, posting an ERA of 0.80 and striking out 27 batters 
in that span. Two newcomers, Jason Beauchamp and Carter Maw are also expected to make a big impact on the starting rotation this spring. Beauchamp, 
a 6-5, 210 pound senior, transferred to Centenary after spending last year at the University of Nebraska. The right-hander went 4-4 with a 3.36 ERA in 
86 innings pitched for the Cornhuskers. Maw transfers to Centenary from Southern Arkansas University, where he was primarily used as a closer last year. 
The hard-throwing right-hander will see time as both a starter and a reliever for the Gents this year. Returnees Hank Vereschzagin (2-3, 7.06 ERA), Tom 
Tallach (1-1, 9.53 ERA), and Jeremy Hadley (4-2, 9.73 ERA) hope to improve on last year's performances, while right-handed newcomers David Kirsch 
(Southwood HS, Shreveport, LA), Mike McConnell (PlanoSr. HS, Plano, TX), and Kirk Williams (Allen County CC, McPherson, KS) add to the staff's depth. 

INFIELD — American River Junior College South. That's an appropriate name for the Gent infielders since four of the five potential starters came 
to Centenary from ARJC in Sacramento, California. Second baseman Tim Kroeker heads the list of former Beaver players as the senior batted .313 with 
5 HR's and 39 RBI from his leadoff spot last year as a Gent. ARJC newcomers Gabe DeLaCruz, Tommy Jones, and Brett McCabe should be key 
ingredients to Centenary's success, especially defensively. DeLaCruz could become one of the best catchers in the TAAC before the year is through. Jones, 
a shortstop, has a good arm and covers a lot of ground. McCabe is a solid first baseman and a good hitter, as evidenced by his .360 average at ARJC last 
season after spending his freshman year at Washington State. Either Brian Stier or newcomer Darren Rounsaville will get the starting nod at third base. 
Stier, who is the top Gent hitter returning this season after batting .345 as a sophomore, spent most of his time as the team's DH last year. Rounsaville is 
a 6-3, 200 pound transfer from Los Medanos JC in California where he batted .320 last season after starting for UC-Davis as a freshman. Ted Gardner, 
a freshman from Plano, Texas, is a natural shortstop but will probably be the team's utility man. He will be used at shortstop, third base, and possibly the 
outfield if he's not the DH. Williams will also see time behind the plate besides performing his pitching duties, while junior Peyton Langford and freshmen 
Matt Chamberlain, Brian Kelly, and Kenton Watson will provide the team with much needed depth, something the Gents lacked last year. 

OUTFIELD — Jason Parker is the lone returnee for the Gents in the outfield. The senior from Biloxi, MS made an immediate impact last season after 
transferring from Pensacola JC, hitting .345 with a school single-season record 19 home runs. Newcomer B. J. Pasquel (Phoenix CC) should be the team's 
starting left-fielder, while center-field will be manned by Ollie Siebert, a cat-quick transfer from Mineral Area JC in Missouri. Pasquel should provide 
good hitting, and Siebert has the speed to burn up the basepaths. 

THE SCHEDULE — Arguably the toughest ever for a Centenary team, as the Gents play all but two games against NCAA Division I competition. Pre- 
season #1 pick LSU highlights the Gent schedule, as the two teams will tangle twice in 1993. The Gents will get an early test when they visit the Tigers 
on February 24, while LSU makes their first appearance in Shreveport in several years when the teams collide at Fair Grounds Field on April 7. Besides 
TAAC foes Southeastern Louisiana, Samford, Mercer, and Georgia State, the Gents will play intrastate rivals Louisiana Tech, Northwestern State, 
Grambling, and Northeast Louisiana. The 21-date home slate will begin on February 6 when Centenary host Lamar University in a season-opening 
doubleheader. The Gents will also host Ole Miss on March 9, and NCAA tournament team UT-Arlington on March 30.

GOLF HOPES UP FOR SPRING SEASON 


1993 OUTLOOK ...First year Head Coach Oree Marsalis is cautious 
when describing his first collegiate team. "We have two of the top three 
boys back from a year ago, which makes me feel good. However, after that 
there is alot of youth and inexperience for our depth." 

Marsalis is right. Back are two of last season's top performers, both of 
which are seniors. David Fulco and Paul Manco are expected to carry the 
load of the scoring punch when the Gents hit the links. 

Fulco's ability has steadily improved as he hopes to burst on the scene for 
his final year at Centenary. The Gents #1 player the last two season's Fulco 
has finished in the Top 10 in 5 of 21 events in his 3+ years at Centenary. 

Manco who finished last year strong by finishing tied for fifth in the 
TAAC Championships has slowed this past Fall. The Bossier City natives Fall 
'92 average was 82.9, nearly 5 strokes higher than the previous year's efforts. 

"Those two kids will have to show the way if we are to be successful," 
adds Marsalis. 

Two freshman and two relatively inexperienced returners fill out the 


Gent lineup. Marsalis went north to find his freshman duo of Jason Barton 
and Eric Carlson. Barton hails from Oakville, Ontario while Carlson hails 
from Orchard Park, NY, a suburb of Buffalo. 

"Barton and Carlson should be fine golfers for us down the road," 
explains Marsalis. "As they adjust to the collegiate game and pick up their 
level of intensity they will be fine. They can hit it a mile." 

Rounding out Marsalis’ first squad are returning junior Jon Peters and 
senior Craig Raibourn. Peters played in four tournaments his freshman year 
but did not tee it up last season. Raibourn saw action in only one tournament 
last season. Peters competed in four of the five tournaments this past Fall 
posting an 84.7 average. Railbourn posted and even 80 in 3 Fall tourna- 
ments. 

"We are trying to build the program up as much as possible," injects 
Marsalis. "Patience and hard work will be our stepping stones. We have 
a solid foundation, great play and practices facilities...Centenary's best golf 
is still ahead of us." 


SOFTBALL FUTURE BRIGHT WITH TEN RETURNING 


Entering her second season at the helm of the Centenary Ladies Softball 
program Coach Laneigh Clark is cautiously optimistic about the prospects 
for the 1993 season. The Ladies return 10 letter-winners from a year ago 
including 7 everyday starters...therefore the optimism. The caution...the 10 
returners posted a 16-28-2 record. 

"With so much back from last year we should be much stronger," 
explains Clark. "We beat some strong teams last year. We played 
inconsistent with what was a young squad. These girls now know my 
system and the way I want them to play. We could surprise some teams this 

ear." 

Indeed a lot is back for Clark this year. Seven starters return including 
1992 All-TAAC performers Julie Winton (C-3B Jr., British Columbia) and 
Donna Krolczyk (P-DH, Jr., New Caney, TX). Winton spent most of her 
time behind the plate last season leading the team in nearly every offensive 
statistic, including a .333 batting average (Tie for 4th in the TAAC). 
Krolczyk, who with teammate Marnie Thornton (P-DH, Jr., Pueblo, Co) 
combined for all the team pitching wins (8 apiece), ended the season 8-17 
with a 4.45 ERA. The hard throwing right hander finished 1992 with 86 
strike-outs, or 3.46 K's per 7 innings (3rd best in the TAAC). 

Winton will provide most of the offensive fire power for the Ladies. The 
Canadian led the 1992 squad with 47 hits, 22 RBI's, 9 doubles, 3 homers, 
71 total bases and a .504 slugging percentage. Winton will move back to 
the hot corner at third this season where she is a much more natural player. 
Coach Clark had to move Winton behind the plate to shore up the defensive 
middle last season. 

Krolczyk and Thornton split time on the mound last season. Thornton's 
8-11 record bettered "Krol's" 8-17 mark, but it's Krolczyk's fast-ball that 
will make her the #1 hurler in the rotation. Thornton was hobbled late in 
the season witha knee injury and posted a3.20 ERA. Thornton's late season 
injury forced Krolczyk to the mound for the final 7 starts of the season, 
including the NAIA District Championships (3 games) with Mobile 
College and the TAAC Championships (3 games). 

Other every day starters returning include infielders Christie Hulsey (1B, 
Jr., Van, TX, .237 BA), Kristy Risner (SS, Jr., New Caney, TX, .266), 
Michele Hyden (3B, Jr., Dallas, TX, .148) and Becky DePriest (2B-C, So., 
Shreveport, LA, .200). Returning in the outfield are Jamie Humphreys (CF, 
Sr., Bossier City, LA, .200) and Lori May (RF, So., Shreveport, LA, .169). 

Hulsey's .980 fielding percentage (336 PO, 8 E's, 7 A's) at Ist last season 
led the team a year ago. Hulsey's bat can also be considered a long ball threat 
as she bashed 2 taters including the teams only Grand Slam last season. Her 
.355 slugging percentage was a second on the squad last year behind Winton. 

Sparkplug Kristy Risner returns as the Ladies solid middle infielder. 
"Rise" split the year at 2nd and short and finished second on the team's 
batting race with a .266 average. The consummate two hole hitter, Risner 
led the team in on base percentage at .361 with a team leading 15 walks and 
4 hit-by-pitches. She can do it all at the plate, Risner's 34 hits were #2 last 
year. She collected 13 RBI's (t-#2), 13 sacrifices hit (t-#1) and smacked her 
first homer of her career last season. 

Jamie Humphreys is the lone four year player on this year's squad. The 
fleet south paw will roam center-field for the Ladies for the 4th straight 
season. Humphreys’ 4 triples led the squad in '92 as well as her 16 stolen 
bases in 17 attempts. The left-hander's .36 stolen bases per game was aTAAC 
season best. 

Michele Hyden will be forced from her hot corner position last year as 
Winton makes the move out from behind the plate. Although considered 
a junior, Hyden is in her fourth season at Centenary. The Dallas native used 
a medical-redshirt her first year after suffering a broken ankle early in the 
1990 season. Hyden will most likely be used by Clark as a utility player 
where she has experience at Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and pitching. 

Sophomore returning starters Lori May and Becky DePrist round out the 
list of returning starters. May snapped her right ankle sliding into third late 
last season in Oklahoma City, forcing the diminutive outfielder to the bench 
with 11 games left in the season. DePriest, who split time at second and 
backing up Winton behind the plate as a catcher last season, should hold 
down a steady position this year as the second bagger. 

Five newcomers make their debut in maroon and white this season. The 
newcomers include Kelly Griffin (C, Fr., Shreveport, LA), April Coleman 
(P, Fr., New Iberia, LA), Amy Coleman (P, Fr., New Iberia, LA), Lisa 
Treadaway (Utility, Fr., Blanchard, LA) and Debra Pratt (Utility, Fr., Plano, TX). 

Griffin is the most notable of the newcomers. Clark expects the 
Shreveporter to make the transition to college ball quickly and take over the 
reigns as catcher. "Kelly was an outstanding high school prospect, we 
needed a catcher and expect her to be back there for the next four years. It's 
alot of pressure for a freshman, but our success may flow out of the catchers 
position." Griffin was an All-District selection 4 years, All City selection 3 
years and her senior season was named All-State. 

Twin sister Amy and April Coleman will see time on the mound this 


season, giving the Ladies more pitching depth than ever before. Treadaway 
will help the Ladies middle infield strength as well as contend for a position 
for the outfield. Pratt makes the jump over from the Centenary Ladies 
Soccer team, where she played sweeper. Pratt will use her outstanding 
speed on the base paths. 

"We have a great foundation on which to build," adds Coach Clark. "The 
keys to our success boil down to three things. Defense up the middle. Hitting. 
Health". 

"Middle defense. The catching position is where we need the most solid 
play... We don't have a full time starter returning at second either. Risner 
has had shoulder problems at short but is tough as nails. Jamie (Hum- 
phreys) should be consistent in center." 

"Hitting. We can't rely on Julie (Winton) to always be there for us. The 
folks that hit behind her will have to pick up their share of the load. Our .217 
team batting average last season leaves alot to be desired. Discipline at the 
plate and understanding the hitting situation will be crucial for us." 

"Health. We've had more surgery's on this team than most hospital's can 
handle. Marnie Thornton's knee is day-to-day. Christie Hulsey has had two 
knee operations in the last two years. Michele Hyden had ankle surgery 
when she broke it two years ago. Lori May had the same thing last season. 
Kristy Risner had shoulder surgery a year and a-half ago. Getting through 
the season without an injury will be an accomplishment. 

A challenging schedule awaits the 1993 Ladies. They will host the 1993 
TAAC Tournament April 30th and May Ist. 


GYMNASTS LOOK FOR IMPROVEMENT IN '93 


Rebounding...a commonly used term in gymnastics, a great way to 
describe the 1993 edition of Centenary Gymnastics. A difficult and 
frustrating 1 and 9, 1992 season saw the Ladies turn in the worst won-loss 
record in the program's storied history. But head coaches Bob and Willa 
Moss and their 1993 team would like to leave the past alone. 

"It was a tough season for our girls, "explains eighth year coach Bob 
Moss. "We lacked experience and depth, both keys to successful gymnas- 
tics teams. I can't say we have alot of either one this year, but the overall 
abilities of our gymnasts have improved greatly over last year's squad" 

Back for her junior season is the Ladies finest all-around competitor 
Katrina Evans (Baton Rouge, LA). Katrina led the Ladies in all-around 
scoring average a year ago with a 37.46. Her 9.48; in uneven bars, 9.62 in 
balance beam and 9.42 average in floor excercise were season bests for the 
Ladies. Only graduated teammate SuSu Pesnell bested Evans during the 
1992 season, twice in all-around scoring and a 9.23 average to Katrina's 9.1 
season average in the vault. 

Evans owns Centenary individual scoring records in the balance beam 
with a 9.75, which she set in '92 against LSU. "Kat" also owns the school 
mark in the floor excercise, a 9.7 recorded against Texas Woman's 
University last year. Evans came five-hundreths of a point from tieing 
former Olympian Kathy Johnson's all-around record of 37.75, scoring a 
37.7 against LSU last season. 

Senior Michelle Tillison (Alvin, TX) and sophomore Jennifer Hass 
(Duncanville, TX) are the Moss' only other returners from a year ago. 

Hass was one of two Ladies (Evans the other) to compete in every event 
in every meet a year ago. Hass' 9.32 season average on the beam last season 
was second only to Evans 9.62. 

Tillison was hampered most of the 1992 season with a lower back strain, 
limiting her competition to the uneven bars only, where she averaged 8.94 
for the season. Tillison's's action in 1993 will revolve mostly around the 
vault and bars. 

Four freshman newcomers fill out the team's roster. The quartet include 
Jolie Veilleux (Praireville, LA), Christin Horn (Altamonte Springs, FL), 
Veronica Stuart (Conyers, GA) and Amy Warren (Houston, TX). 

Veilleux and Horn top the newcomers list. Both have the ability to nail 
strong 9.0 + scores in every event. They should also push the headliner 
Evans for top spot in the rotation. Veilleux is a four-time state Champion 
and eight time regional qualifier. Horn also is a multiple Level 9 regional qualifier. 

Stuart and Warren should add much needed depth to the Centenary 
squad, pushing their classmates for bragging rights in individual events. 

A hearty schedule awaits the Ladies with meets against LSU, Auburn, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma and Michigan, not to mention rival Texas Woman's 
University. The Ladies also head to the Great White North in March when 
they face The University of Alaska-Anchorage Seawolves, the only team 
the Ladies defeated in 1992. 

"Our success won't be measured in wins and losses this year, " adds 
Moss. "Weare trying to build from our glory days a few years ago. Wehave 
a very strong nucleus and a fine bunch of young kids. There is no doubt we 
will qualify for post-season competition. We'll even throw a few scares at _ 
the big name teams on our schedules.” 


NETTERS LOOK TO ACE TAAC 


LADIES...During 1992 the Centenary Ladies Tennis Squad turned in 
their 13th consecutive winning season all of which came during the 
Harrison/Adams era at Centenary. With the top 4 players from last year's 
team back it's easy to see why the mood is upbeat for the 1993 edition of 
Ladies Tennis. | 

Back for her fourth season in the Ladies line up is Tanya Manibo. A solid 
talent from the Virgin Islands, Manibo has a dual match record of 41-21 
over her four year career and will hold down the #1 singles spot for the 
second year in a row. 

Sally Calogne (So, Baton Rouge) returns for her second season at 
Centenary where after posting a respectable 8-9 mark at the #2 singles spot 
last season...should provide a strong #2 spot again behind Manibo. The 
Calogne/Manibo doubles tandem posted a 10-5 #1 double record last year 
with a 12-6 overall record. 

Heidi Zimmerman (So, Denver, PA) and Keelie Hawkins (Sr, Longview, 
TX) split time between the #3 and #4 single positions last season. Zimmerman 
turned in a 10-12 (5-8 at #3) overall record in her first season while Hawkins 
came in with a 6-16 record (5-7 at #4). 

Heather Farish (Jr, Lewisville, TX) who spent most of last season in the 
#5 spot in the line up returns for her third season. Farish posted an 8-9 mark

Rounding out the depth chart for the Ladies is senior Jennifer Dixon 
(LaPorte, TX) who teamed with Stacy Berger for the #3 double tandem in 
the 1992 lineup posting a 7-5 record overall as a duo. Besides Dixon first 
year players Sharon Tallach (So, Hot Springs, AR), Melanie Bolton (Fr, 
Monroe, LA) and Kelly Rieger (Fr, Enid, OK) will all give Centenary a 
formidable lineup in tennis.

America Athletic Conference tournament. , 

Mark Kile (Jr, Bossier City, LA) returns for his second season also as a 
Gent netter. Kile posted the Gents only winning season a year ago with a 
6-4 record mostly in the #6 spot. 

Besides Damodaran, Poljak and Kile the Gents return Geoff Benedict 
(So, Woodlands, TX) and Rob Zube (Jr, Jasper, TX) to form a solid nucleus 
upon which Harrison can build.

Watson, who has guided the Gents to six consecutive

new business venture, Diamond Recruiting. Diamond 
Recruiting will be a talent assessment service geared to high 
school players interested in continuing play at the collegiate 
level. 

Rathbun has most recently been the head baseball

GRADUATION RATES AMONG BEST 


For the third year in a row Centenary College's 
graduation rate for student-athletes ranks among the nation's 
best. In particular, Centenary's basketball program posted a 
graduation rate of 100%-for the third straight year, according to 
NCAA published reports. 

Six other schools in the country; Bucknell, Dayton, 
Duke, Northwestern (IL), Villanova and William & Mary also 
posted graduation rates of 100% for freshman recruiting classes 
entering the period from 1983-85. 

In a yet to be published report for the freshman class 
of 1986 Centenary will again post a 100% graduation rate for 
it's basketball program. 

"These are numbers we all can be very, very proud 
of," adds Director of Athletics Walt Stevens. "It goes to show 
you the interest we have in the total development of our 
student-athletes." 

For the same three year period Centenary's graduation 
rate for all student-athletes was 61%, 7 points above the 
national average. Centenary College's rate for it's entire student 
body from 1983-85 was 46%. 

When published, Centenary's four year (1983-86) 
graduation rate for student-athletes will be 60%, for the entire 
student body it will be 49%. 


SPRING 1993 G.P.A's 


Centenary student-athletes once again proved that their 
performance in the classroom is just as important as their 
performance on the playing fields as they posted remarkable 
grades for the spring semester. 

112 of Centenary's 151 student-athletes posted grades 
of 2.5 or better for the semester. Included in the 112 are eight 
student-athletes that posted a perfect 4.0 in the spring. 

"Our kids do a remarkable job in the classroom," 
exclaims AD Walt Stevens. "There is a, great deal of time 
demanded of any student-athlete and to keep a respectable GPA 
is truly a deed well done."
